Mr. Exos presented a petition from citizens and 
business men of the Eleventh Ward, San Francisco, 
asking the passage of laws to grant reiki from the 
exorbitant rates ui fire ias:tranc¿, etc. Committee 
on Corfx>ration*. 
Also, a petition from the same, p^otes' inx against 
any departure from the so-called MeCoppin Police 
Act. Committee on Finance. 


R EPO R TS. 
Mr. Nyk, from the Committee on Judiciary, re­ 
ported back bills with the following recommenda­ 
tions: .Senate Bid No. 152—passage as amended; 
Senate Bill No 197—Indefinite postponement? Son 
ate Bill No. 223—pussage as amended ; Senate Bill 
No. 184—passage; Senate Bill No. 71- indefinite 
postponement; Assembly Bill No. 12— passage.. 
Mr. £xos presented a minority report, from the 
same committee, on Senate Bill Nol 197. 
Mr. B row n, from the Committee on Roads and 
Highways, reported back favorably a substitute for 
Senate Bill No. 179. 


ASSEM BLY MESS AO MS. 
The Senate took up the Assembly messages and 
disposed of bills, as follows: 
Assembly Bill No. 15—An Act to amend certain 
sections and to repeal certain sections of the Code 
of Civil Procedure. 
Mr. Hittkll moved to refer the bill to the Com­ 
mittee on Judiciary without present reading, as the 
same subject matter was covered by Senate Bill No. 
118, a long bill already engrossed by the Senate. 
The motion prevailed. 
Assembly Bill No. 95—An Act to amend an Act 
entitled an Act relating to certain Courts and Jus­ 
tice officers in the several townships of the county of 
Alameda. Committee on Judiqary. 
Senate Bill No. 48—An Act to amend an Act en­ 
titled an Act relating to mutual benefit and relief 
associations, approved March 28, lt>74. Judiciary 
Committee. 
Senate Bill No 56 was returned from tho Assem­ 
bly with the title amended so as to read, “ An Act 
to amend Section 751 of the Political Code, in rela­ 
tion to Deputy Clerks of the Supreme Court, and to* 
make an appropriation for their salaries.” Amend­ 
ment concurred in. 
Another amendment to the same bill provided 
that $500 instead or $750 should be appropriated. 
Mr. H ittk ll opposed the amendment on the 
ground that the other Deputy Clerks of the Su­ 
preme Court received $150 a month, the amend­ 
ment only pro\ iding for $100 a month. 
The Senate, by a vote of 12 to 19, refused to con- 
cui in the amendment.

Assembly Joint Resolution No. 1—Asking the re­ 
call of a certain order of the Commissioner of the 
General Land Otlko of the United states. Commit­ 
tee on Public Lands. 
Assembly Bill No. bl—An Act to repeal Section 
599 of the Penal Code, relating to the protection of 
seals and sea-llons. Committee on Fish and Game. 
Assembly Bill No. 165—An *Aci to change the 
authography of the name of a town in Shasta 
county. Committee on County Governments. 
Assembly Concurrent Resolution No. 13—Relative 
to the printing of extra copies <>f the lavss passed by 
the present Legislature for distribuiion to the Su­ 
pervisors, Judges and County Clerks of the State. 
Committee on Public Printing. 


A D H ER ED TO AM ENDM ENTS. 
Assembly Bill No. 31 -An Act to amend Sections 
1418 and 1419 of an Act entitled an /)ct to establish 
a Penal Code, approved February 14, 1872, relating 
to reprieves, commutations aud pardons ; Assembly 
Bill No. 32—An Act to amend Sections 737, 746, 749 
and 753 of an Act enti led an Act to establish a Pona»

Mr. B r o w n took the same ground as Mr. Watson, 
and described the proceedings in opening a mine by 
the discoverers.

K a n e opposed the motion. 
The mining 
operations in California and Nevada now going on 
were the worst kind of swindling. The indefinite 
postponement of this'bill was in the interest of the 
rich and against the poor. 
Every time the word 
corporati'jn was mentioned in a bill the cry was for 
indefinite postponement. He was in favor of the 
bill, because he was the poor man’s friend aud the 
miner's friend. 
Mr. H it t k l l thought the bill almoBt a death-blow 
to all the corporations in the State, and he hoped it 
would be indefinitely postponed. 
Mr. C h a se defended his bill, and said there was 
no need of the bill injuring any corporation that 
was intended to be honest. 
Mr. N e u m a n n thought that the intent of the 
author of the bill was good, but he hold that the 
bill did not accomplish the desired result 
If it did 
he would favor the bill, but he could not so construe 
it. 
What was wanted were laws making officers of 
corporations liable the same as individuals placed in 
a fiduciary capacity. The trouble could not be 
reached by such a bill as this, bscause it would be 
easily ciicamvented by men who would be dishonest 
anyway. 
Mr. Exos again spoke in favor of the passage of 
the bill, arguing that reforms in the incorporation 
of companies were sadly needed. 
Mr. P a r d e e said that it was enough for him to 
vote against this bill that all the Senators from the 
mining districts of the State were against it. They 
knew best the interests of their people, and he 
hoped the bill would be indefinitely postponed.

The great interest now taken in the origin, 
migrations and life of the races of American 
antiquity renders the work of Mr. Short very 
timely. 
His work is another step by which 
we are aided in our effort to go back of his­ 
tory, penetrate the mysteries of the past aud 
separate the light from the darkness. 
W ith 
every year the antiquarians and historiaus 
are opening up new opportunities for us to 
delve in the early ages of our continent. 
Mr. Short’s work is one of the most valuable 
contributions to these opportunities yet known 
to the public, and meets on the level the grow­ 
ing taste for archeological research. 
Mr. 
Short has written his work, not to advance 
and uphold any pet theories—to us he seems 
to be a conscientious inquirer, and not an 
advocate; his work is a record of what is 
known, a record of the latest worthy infor­ 
mation, of accomplishment and fact—not an 
etsay to urge any doctrine as to the ancient 
people of America or their civilization. U n­ 
like many writers on autiquities, Mr. Short 
has not made his book the me*ns of defend­ 
ing any hypothetical views he may entertain, 
though he 
does 
not hesitate to 
state 
his 
own 
conclusions. 
Mr. 
H. 
H. 
Bancroft’s 
valuable 
labors 
in 
a 
like 
direction are well known, and he is entitled to 
the credit of being a pioneer among the im­ 
partial searchers for the truth in these lines. 
M r. Short seems to have taken Bancroft as 
his model. 
These writers will be found to 
have walked in divergent paths, but they are 
such as naturally grow out of all research 
by several persons in the direction of that 
which is buried in the obscurity of the pa>t. 
Archaeology has not, and never will entirely 
dissipate the clouds which shadow the his­ 
tory of departed races and involve half-known 
nations in the mist of mystery. 
Yet, with 
Mr. Short, who believes th at the M aja hie­ 
roglyphics are about to be solved, we can well 
believe that we stand upon the threshold of 
great discoveries, which will throw a flood of 
light upon the N orth Americans of antiquity. 
The work is by no means so extensive as Mr. 
Bancroft’s, but it will be of special value to 
the 
general 
reader 
as 
presenting 
in 
a 
more concise 
form 
the 
latest 
de­ 
velopments 
on 
the 
subject of 
which 
the writer treats. 
Mr. Short begins with 
sketches of the antiquity of the red men, a 
glance at bis place in the sca’e of progress, 
the facts relative to the mounfc-builders so far 
as known, and passes thence to the unearthed 
tablets and weapons, the ancient forts and 
graded wavs, the exhumed images and uten­ 
sils, copper and stone relics, etc., and comes 
in chapter second to a consideration of the 
antiquity of man on the Western C ontinent; 
the diversity of opinion as to the origin of 
the ancient Americans ; how science views 
the question ; 
traditional history of the 
origin of the M aya Nations, and of the 
Nahua Nations. 
In chapter seven he reaches 
the interesting subject of the ancient pueblos 
and cliff-dwellers, and then considers ancient 
American civilization 
and 
supposed Old 
World analogies, architecture, sculpture and 
hieroglyphics; and, in chapter nine, chronol­ 
ogy, calendar systems and religious analogies ; 
and next, language and its relatiou to N orth 
American migrations. 
In chapter eleven, 
the next to the last, he considers the proba­ 
bilities th at America was peopled from the 
Old World, as viewed from geographical and 
physical standpoints, and as viewed in the 
light of science. 
The opening and closing 
paragraphs of the last chapter we cannot re­ 
frain from giving in fu ll: 
The dim uncertainty which envelops the most an­ 
cient peri d o | American antiquity, like that which 
obscures the beginnings of Egyptian, Assyrian and 
Trojan historv, to say nothing of the origin of the 
venerable Asiatic civilizations, renders much of the 
effort in this iield unsatisfactory. 
Still the results 
are of surpassing interest. 
A new cosmogony, my­ 
thology and traditional history full of weird poetic 
inspiration such as is begotten in contemplating the 
struggles of nature’s children after a higher devel­ 
opment, is added to the fund of human knowledge. 
The i>oetry of the Quiche cosmogonv must some day 
find expression in verse of Miltonic grandeur. The 
fall of Xibalba will no doubt afford the materials foi 
a heroic poem which will stand in the same relatiou 
to Ainen.a that the Iliad does to Greece. 
The doc­ 
trines of the benign and saintly Quctzalcoatl or Cu- 
kulcan roust be classed among the great faiths of 
mankind, and their author, alone of all the great 
teachers of morals except Christ himself, incu eat­ 
ing a positive morality, must be granted a prece­ 
dence of most of the great teachers of Chinese and 
Hindoo antiquity. 
It is the custom of many Eu­ 
ropeans to regard America as having no heroic or 
legendary period, no heroes like Achilles, .Enea*, 
aigfried, Beowolf, Arthur and the Cid ; hut wh > will 
review the romance of American antiquity and lon­ 
ger entertain, this view ? A few years ago, writers 
dated North American history from the discoveries 
made by Columbus and his immediate predece-sors. 
Now they go back to the Northmen for a starting- 
point. 
May not the beginning be pushed even fur­ 
ther back, and the ancient history of America re­ 
ceive the attention of the histriographer? 


The uniformity with which the human mind op­ 
erates in all lands for the accomplishment of certain 
ends has in many instances resulted in the indc- 
f»endent development of institutions common to 
several peoples. This fact, together with the prob­ 
ability that occasionally foreigners were cast upon 
the American shores, will be sufficient to account 
for manv features which have been discovered in 
Mexican and Central American architecture, art and 
religion, presenting analogies with the Old Wo Id. 
The fact that civilizations having such anologies are 
developed in isolated quarters of the globe, sepa­ 
rated .rom each other by br>ad seas and lofty 
mountains, and thus indicating a uniformity of men­ 
tal operation and a unity or mental inspiration, 
added to the fact that the evidence is of a prepon 
derating character that the American continent re­ 
ceived Us population from the Old World, leads us 
to the truth lhatGod “ hath made of one blood all 
nations of men.” 
Studies ok thk Grf.ek Pof.ts. 
By John Addington 
Symonds. 
In two volumes. 
New York : Harper 
Bros. San Francisco : A. L. Bancroft A C j . ; 8 v o ., 
cloth. 
The Studies of Greek Poets, now reprinted, 
appeared iu England in two aeries, published 
at an interval of three or four years. 
In this 
edition, the chapters of both series have been 
arranged in their proper order, and certain 
additions made, with the view of rendering 
the book more complete as a survey of Greek 
poetry. 
T Iiu b’there are inserted several new 
translations in the chapters on the Lyric 
Poets and the Anthology. 
The criticism of 
Euripides has been enlarged, and the con­ 
cluding chapter has been, in a great meas­ 
ure, rewritten. 
Each chapter lias undergone, 
the editor tells us, such revision and altera­ 
tion in minor details as might remove unnec­ 
essary repetitions and bring the whole series 
of essays into harmony. 
A t the same time he 
judged it inexpedient to introduce radical 
changes into a book which professes to be the 
reprint of volumes already known to the pub­ 
lic. The work of Professor Symonds has no) 
had th at attention which it deserves from 
a cnltuied 
people. 
These 
studies 
are 
upon the highest plane of criticism, in­ 
asmuch 
as 
th iy 
interpret 
and 
make 
clear aud develop the beauties of the Greek 
text. 
They are also analytical, and filled 
with the results of th at research which is 
conscientious and made out of love for the la­ 
bor engaged in.* Professor Symonds defines 
the five periods marking the literature of 


Greece—the heroic or prehistoric, the transi­ 
tion period, the Athenian supremacy, the 
second tram itiorial period, and the period of 
decline and decay. 
He devotes a section of 
the work to mythology, which he deems 
■necessary to be understood to a right reading 
of the poets and tragedies, and in- th at con­ 
nection he euters at length upon the subject 
of m yths and the influence of Greek my­ 
thology upon Grecian culture. 
W e give an 
extract or two : 
In this childhood of the world, when the (¡reek 
luyths came into existence, the sun was called a 
shepherd, and the clouds where his sheep; or an 
archer, and the sunbeams were his arrows. 
It was 
caster then to think of the- sea as a husky-voiced and 
turbulent old man, whose true form none might 
clearly know, because lie changed so often and was 
so sec.et in ins ways, who shook the earth in his an­ 
ger, and hail the white mailed billows of the deep 
for his horses, than to form a theory of the tides. 
The spring of the year became a beautiful youth, 
beloved by the whole earth, or beloved, like Hya- 
einthus. by the sun, or, like Adonis, by the queen 
of beauty, over whom the fate of death was sus­ 
pended, and for whose loss annual mourning was 
made. 
Such tales the Greeks tolcl themselves in 
their youth; and it would be wrong to suppose that 
deliberate fiction played any part in their creation. 
To c-mceive of the world thus was natural to the 
whole race ; and the tales that sprang up formed 
the substance of their intellectual activity. 
Here, 
then, if anywhere, we watch the process of a people 
in its entirety contributing to form a body of imagi­ 
native thought, projecting itself in a c minan and 
unconscious w ors of art. 
. 
. 
. 
. 
There was nothing in the consciousness of the 
Greeks which did not take the form of myth. 
Con­ 
sequently their mythology, instead of being a com­ 
pact system of polytheism, is really a whole mass of 
thought, belonging to a particular period of human 
history, when it was impossible to think except by 
pictures, orto record impressions of the world ex­ 
cept in stories. 
To the apprehension of infantine 
humanity everything is a god. 
Viewed even as a 
Pantheon, reduced to rule ard order by subsequent 
reflection, Greek mythology is, therefore, a mass of 
the most he’erogenous materials. 
Side by side 
with some of the sublimest and most beautiful con­ 
ceptions which the mind has ever produced, we find 
in it much that is absurd and trival and revolting. 
Different ages and conditions of thought have lelt 
their products imbedded in its strange conglomer­ 
ate. _ While it contains fragments of fossilized 
stories, the meaning of which has either been mis­ 
understood or can only be explained by reference to 
barbaric customs, it also contains, emergent from 
the rest and towering above the rubbish, the serene 
forms of the Olympians. 
Those furnish the vital 
and important elements of Greek mythology. 
To 
perfect them was the work of poets ami sculptors 
in the brief, bright, blooming time of Hellas.

A Proposed Law to Secure Drainage 
in Valley Districts. 


A State 
Board of Drain­ 
age 
Commissioners 
Provided for. 


How the Work is to be Done 
and Paid for— Details of a 
New System. 


A B ill o f Im p o rta n c e a n d I n te re s t to 
th e P e o p le o f th e E tite . 


The following bill lias been introduce.! in 
too Assembly by M r. Brown of Yuba. 
Its 
purpose is to provide for a Fyetem of drain­ 
age in this State. 
The bill directs how drain­ 
age districts shall be formed, a State D rain­ 
age Commission appointed, its duties defined, 
sets out the duty of the State Engineer and 
of local engineer--, how districts m ay be sub­ 
divided, how funds for drainage work shall 
be raised and disbursed, bonds issued, sold 
and redeemed, etc. 
The bill will be found to 
be of great interest. 
I t is given in fu ll: 
The People of the State of California, repre­ 
sented in Senate and Assembly, do enact 
as follows : 
Section 1. 
The Governor shall, w ithir 
th irty days after the passage of this Act, and 
every four years thereafter, appoint three 
persons, who shall he known as the Board of 
State Drainage Commissioners, who shall 
have the power and perform the duties as 
hereinafter provided. 
They shall hold office 
for four years, or until their successors are 
appointed and qualified. 
They shall organize 
by electing one of their num ber as President, 
and shall appoint a Secretary, w ho shall not 
be a member of the Board. 
They shall take 
the usual oath of office, and shall each give a 
bond for the faithful performance of his 
duties, in the sum of (525,000) twenty five 
thousand dollars, to be approved and filed in 
the same m anner as other official bonds of 
State officers. 
They shall have an office in 
the State Capitol, and shall each receive a 
compensation of (5000) three hundred dollars 
per month, to be paid at the same time and 
in the same manner as other State officers. 
They shall annually, on or before the first 
day of January of each year, report all their 
proceedings to the Governor, with the recom­ 
mendations, estimates and reports of en­ 
gineers and others connected with their oper­ 
ations. 
The Governor shall cause such 
reports to be printed, and shall communicate 
the same to the Legislature at each session. 
Section 2. 
The term of office of the Sec­ 
retary shall be at the pleasure of the Board, 
and he shall receive a salary of ($150) one 
hundred and fifty dollars per month, which, 
together with the necessary expenses of the 
office, shall be audited and allowed by the 
State Board of Examiners. 
Upon such al­ 
lowance the State Controller shall draw hi* 
w arrant upon the State Treasurer, who shall 
pay the same out of any money not otherwise 
appropriated. 


THE OUTLINE OF WORK. 
Section 3. F or the purpose of promoting a 
complete system of drainage for the entire 
State, within thirty days after the organiza­ 
tion of the Board of State Drainage Commis­ 
sioners, or so soon thereafter as is practic­ 
able. the State Engiueer shall submit to said 
Board a report or reports containing the re­ 
sults of his investigations as to drainage, ac­ 
companied w ith plaus for a system of con­ 
necting system of drainage, having in view 
the control of debris from mining and other 
operations, the erection of embankments or 
dikes necessary for the protection of lands, 
towns or cities from inundation, and the con­ 
struction of such engineering works as may 
be deemed advisable for the control, rectifica­ 
tion or enlargem ent of river channels. 
He 
shall also m ike special examination with 
reference to the division of the State into 
drainage districts, each of which shall include 
a territory drained by one natural system of 
drainage, and shall report to said State Board 
of Drainage Commissioners the results of his 
examination, and shall from tim e to time 
propose boundaries for such districts, and 
recommend their formation. 


DRAINAGE DISTRICTS. 
Section 4. A fter the State Engineer has re­ 
ported the boundaries and recommended tiie 
formation of one or more drainage districts, 
the Board shall proceed to consider the same, 
and may adopt, amend or reject said re p o rt; 
but if adopted by them , either in its original 
form or as amended, they shall, by resolution 
entered upon the record of their proceedings, 
declare the said territory to be and the same 
shall thereupon becotne a drainage district, 
and shall be known as Drainage D istrict Mo. 
1. 2 or 3, as the case m ay be, numbering the 
districts in the order in which they are 
formed ; and they shall record, in a book to 
be kept for th at purpose, the boundaries, 
which shall be clearly defined, with map ac­ 
companying, of each separate district, its 
number, and the date of its formation, and 
shall file for record w ith the Recorder of 
each county embraced or in part embraced in 
the district a copy of the same, which shall 
be deemed sufficient notice of the formation 
of said district to all county officers, and to 
all parties concerned, th at said district has 
been formed. 
Section 5. The three persons appointed by 
the Governor as State Drainage Commission­ 
ers, as provided in Section 1 of this Act, 
shall be ex officio members of and constitute 
a Board of Directors and Managers of each 
drainage district formed under the provision 
of this Act. 
They shall organize in each 
drainage district by electing one of their 
num ber as President, and shall have an office 
in and employ a Secretary for each district, 
who shall keep a record of all the transac­ 
tions of said Board. 
They shall receive no 
compensa lion for their services as such D i­ 
rector. 
Section C. .After the formation of any ter­ 
ritory into a drainage district, the State 
Engineer, as soon as practicable after proper 
surveys have been ma ie, shall submit to the 
Board of Directors of the district, plans, 
iqiecifications and estimates of cost of work 
necessary in said district, in order to secure 3 
proper system of drainage therefor. 


F-KGINEER'b r e p o r t s . 
Section 7. A ll reports made by the State 
Engineer concerning the formation of any 
district, or any system of drainage therein, 
or the works necessary therefor, shall be ac­ 
companied by the concurring or dissenting 
opinions of the State Consulting Engineers 
and by th at of the United States Engineers, 
should such engineers be appointed by the 
U nited States Government to make ex­ 
aminations in respect of the m atters em­ 
braced in this Act. 
Section S. A fter the reports of the State 
Engineer, as aforesaid, giving plans, specifi­ 
cations and estimates of the cost of works, or 
any modifications or changes thereof, are 
made to the Board of Directors of the dis­ 
trict, then the Board shall adopt, ameDd or 
reject the whole or any portion of snch plans, 
or may refer them back to the State Engi­ 
neer for further report. 


HOW THE WORK SHALL BE DONE. 
Section 9. After the adoption of the p’ans 
and specifications of the work to be done in 
any district, tho Board of Directors of that 
district shall advertise for thirty days, in 
three newspapers of general circulation, pub­ 
lished in the State, one of wdiich shall be pub­ 
lished in the city of San Francisco, and one 
in the district, it any.newspaper be published 
therein, for bids for the construction of all 
or any portion of the works embraced in said 
plans'; the said notice shall state that the 
plans and specifications of said works are on 
file in the office of the Board of Directors of 
the district, and can there be examined by 
any person who may so desire, and shall state 
generally the term s and the time in which 
the work shall be constructed, and that the 
right to reject any and all bids is reserved by 
said Board. 
Section 10. All contracts shall be awarded 
to the lowest responsible bidder (if his bid be 
not deemed by the Board too high), and 
the contractor shall give a good and sufficient 
bond in not less than 25 per cent, of t'.e esti­ 
m ated cost of the work contracted fo r; this 
bond, both as to its amount and the sureties 
thereon, shall be subject to the approval of 
the Board of Directors of the district, and 
and when so approved shall be filed in tl e 
office of the Board. 
A ny member of the 
Board of State Drainage Commissioners, or 
State Engineer, or Consulting, Assistant or 
Resident Engineer, or any Superintendent of 


said works, or any employe of the Board of 
State Drainage Commissioners, of the Board 
of Directors of any drainage district, or of 
the State Engireer’s Department, who shall 
be interested in any contract for the construc­ 
tion of any such works in any drainage dis- 
tric , shall be guilty of a felony. 


CITIES AND TOWNS INCLUDED. 
Section 11. Any drainage district may in­ 
clude within its boundaries any city, town or 
municipal corporation, any levee or reclama­ 
tion d istrict; and the Board of Directors of 
the district may purchase or condemn the 
right of way for any work necessary for the 
proper drainage of said d istric t; may pur­ 
chase or condemn material necessary for the 
w ork; may join, connect with, purchase or 
condemn- lcvtes, canals or ar.y works con­ 
structed, and alt Huch lands as may be by 
them deemed necessary to complete the sys­ 
tem or plan adopted, whether the same be 
within or without the boundaries of the dis­ 
trict, and may provide for connecting the 
sy.-tem of drainage of one district with that of 
another, or of several other districts. And it 
is hereby declared that the use of the property 
(such as rights of way, lands, ditches, etc.,) 
which mav he condemned, taken or appro­ 
priated under the provisions of this section 
anil the succeeding section is a public use, and 
that such appropriation is fur the public 
benefit. 
. 
Section 12. W herever the Board of Direc­ 
tum for any drainage district cannot pur 
chase or procure the ri.h t of way, or material 
needed f o r construction ; or procure the con­ 
sent to join or connect with any existing 
w orks; 
or purchase 
works already' con­ 
structed ; or purchase lands necessary for the 
construction of works and the completion 
of the 
system 
or 
plan 
adopted, 
from 
the owners, the said Board of Directors may 
in the name of the i ’resident of the Board 
proceed to condemn the same under the pro­ 
visions of Title V II., F art H I. of the Code of 
Civil Procedure, and amendments thereto 
which are now exi>„iug or may hereafter be 
made. 
DIRECTION OF THE WORK. 
Section 13. All works carried on under the 
provisions of this A ct shall be executed under 
the direction of the State Engineer, and he 
may appoint and remove a t his pleasure an 
assistant for each drainage district, who 
shall be styled Resident Engineer, and whose 
salary shall he fixed by the Board of Di­ 
rectors of the district. 
All work of the dis­ 
trict shall tie done nuder the immediate 
supervision of the Resident E ngineer; and 
no work shall be paid for until accepted by 
him, and approved by the State Engineer. 
Section 14. To provide funds for the sys­ 
tem of works contemplated by this A ct and for 
all expenses connected therew ith (except those 
herein otherwise provided for), the Governor, 
Secretary of State and Attorney-General shall 
be ex officio members of and constitute a 
Board of Trustees for issuing bonds for each 
drainage district th at may be organized un­ 
der the provisions of this Act, in the manner 
hereinafter provided. 
The Governor shall 
be President of the Board. 
The Secretary of 
the State Drainage Commissioners, as pro­ 
vided in Section 1 of this Act, shall he ex 
officio Secretary of said Board of Trustees, 
hut shall receive no compensation for services 
rendered as such, additional to that provided 
for in Section 2. 
The Board shall procure 
and adopt »n official seal. 


ISSUANCE OF BONDS. 
Section 15. Immediately after the adoption 
of the plans, specifications and estimates of 
cost of any work, if it shall be determined to 
proceed with the same, the Board of Directors 
of the district shall file with the Board of 
Trustees mentioned in Section 14, a state­ 
ment 
showing 
the 
estimated 
cost of 
the 
work, 
giving 
notice 
th at 
they 
have determined 
to 
proceed with such 
work, and requesting th at bonds of th at 
drainage district be issued in pursuance with 
this Act. 
Said statem ent shall be filed in the 
office of said Trustees, who shall thereupon 
cause to be prepared bonds of th at district to 
an amount not exceeding the estimated cost 
of the proposed work. 
Each bond thus pre­ 
pared shall designate the Dumber of the drain­ 
age district for which it is issued ; shall state 
on its face that it is issued by authority of 
this A c t; shall not be of a less sum than 
$500; shall be made payable tw enty years 
after date, which date shall be inscribed upon 
its face; shall beat interest at the rate of 6 
per cent, per annum, payable semi-annually 
on the 1st day of January and Ju ly of each 
year ; both principal and interest shall be 
made payable in gold coin of the United 
States, at the office of the State Treasurer; 
it shall be signed by the President and the 
Secretary of the Board of Trustees, and have 
attached the official seal of said Board, and 
shall be countersigned by the President of 
the Board of Directors of the district for 
which it is issued. 
To each bond shall be 
attached forty coupons for the interest, which 
may be removed without mutilation of the 
bond. 
Each of these coupons shall contain 
the num ber of the bond to which it is at­ 
tached, its own proper number (from 1 to 40), 
the period for which it is the interest voucher, 
and at its bottom the name of the President 
of the Board of Trustees, either written by 
him, engraved or lithographed. 
The bonds 
of each drainage district shall be numbered 
consecutively, and shall bear the same date, 
except as otherwise provided in Sections 21 
and 22. 
The Board of Trustees shall keep a 
record of all such bonds issued, showing their 
number, date and amount, and shall prepare 
a copy of such record, which shall be tiled 
with the State Controller. 
The Controller 
shall certify to the State Treasurer the num­ 
ber, amount and date of the bonds so issued, 
and the Trustees shall then deposit with the 
Treasurer the bonds so certified. 


• 
SALE OF BONDS. 
Section 16. So soon as the bonds of any 
drainage district are deposited with the State 
Treasurer, he shall advertise in three daily 
papers of general circulation, one of which 
shall be published in the city of San F ran ­ 
cisco, one in the city of New York, and one 
in some other city, at the Treasurer’s discre­ 
tion, for a time not less than thirty nor ex­ 
ceeding sixty days, that he will receive bids 
for the purchase of all or any portion of said 
bonds up to some day (which shall be twenty 
days 
after the 
date of the last daily 
advertisement 
hereinbefore 
provided for), 
when 
the 
bids 
will 
be 
opened 
in 
the preser.ee of the Board of Trustees 
and 
an 
award 
made 
to 
the 
highest 
bidder or bidders, provided the bid or bids 
shall not be less than ninety-five per cent, of 
par value, and the fractional part of the cou­ 
pon unm atured and not detached from the 
bond. 
I t shall be the duty of the Board of 
Trustees to be present when these bids for 
the sale of bonds are opened, which shall be 
done a t the office of the State Treasurer, at 
the specified time. 


CONSTRUCCION FUND. 
Section 17. The State Treasurer shall re­ 
ceive and place all moneys from the sale of 
bonds of each district to the credit of a fund 
to be known as the “ Construction Fund ” of 
the particular Drainage D istrict No. 1, 2, 3, 
etc., as the case may be, for which the bonds 
were sold, and shall file, within five days af­ 
ter such sale, lists of bonds sold, showing the 
numbers of the bonds sold and the amount 
of money realized therefrom, 
one with 
the State 
Controller, and one with the 
Board of Directors of th at d istrict; accom­ 
panying said lists the Treasurer shall add his 
sworn statem ent th at the money for the bonds 
so sold has been placed to the credit of the 
fund before mentioned. 
Section 18. The State Engineer, in making 
his estimates of cost of works in any drain­ 
age district, shall include the salaries and ex­ 
penses of the Resident Engineer for such dis­ 
trict and those of his local assistants. 
He 
shall also include in such estimates the prob­ 
able cost of the purchase or condemnation of 
property necessary for the system of drain­ 
age, and shall likewise include all incidental 
expenses appertaining to th at particular dis­ 
trict. 
Section 19. The cost of all the works 
contemplated 
in 
this 
Act, 
embracing 
ail 
cun'racts, 
purchases 
or 
condemna­ 
tions of 
property, and all proper sala­ 
ries 
and incidental 
expenses, 
shall be 
paid out of 
the construction fund of the 
particular 
drainage 
district 
for 
which 
saiil works are constructed. 
Proper vouch­ 
ers. in duplicate, for all such expenditures for 
each district shall first tie countersigned by 
the Resident Engineer of the district, then 
approved by the State Engineer, and then 
submitted to the Board of Directors at their 
regular meetings, who Bhall thereupon audit 
aud allow all just and proper claims and cer­ 
tify the original voucher for the same to the 
State Controller. 
The Controller shall there­ 
upon draw Lis w arrant upan the State Treas­ 
urer for the amount thus certified, payable 
out of the construction fund of the projier 
district. 
The provisions of law requiring 
claims to be approved by the State Board of 
Examiners before a w arrant shall be drawn 
by the Controller therefor shall not be ap­ 
plicable to claims presented under the provis­ 
ions of this Act. 
Section 20. The State Treasurer is hereby 
authorized aDd required to pay all warrants 
drawn by the State Controller upon the con­ 
struction fund of any drainage cistrict out of 
such fund.J 


SECTCONTZING DISTRICTS. 
Section 21. W henever it may be determined 
by the Board of Directors of any drainage dis­ 


trict, acting under the advice and suggestions 
of the State and Consulting Engineers that 
the necessary drainage works for the dis­ 
trict can best lie executed by dividing them 
into sections, to be completed a t different 
I*eriods of time, then, and in such ca-e. the 
issue of bonds of the district herein provided 
for shall be made in amounts to cover the 
separate estimates of expenditures in pursu­ 
ance with such divi-ion*. 
And the Ixinds 
issued from time to time to meet such ex­ 
penditures shall hear date so as to run twenty 
years from the date of the proposed expend- 
iturea nuder such divL-ions. 
B ut in all other 
respects they shall be considered as bonds of 
the tir-t issue. 
And the mode and manner of 
their preparation, issue aud sale, the custody 
and disbursement of the proceeds thereof, 
shall be the same as provided for with bonds 
of the first issue. 
The provisions of this A ct 
for a sinking fund (as hereinafter provided) 
for the redemption of bonds, shall he so ap­ 
plied as to cover the change of time in the 
date aud m aturity of any bonds issued. 


INSUFFICIENT ESTIMATES. 
Section 22. In case in any drainage district 
the original estimates of the cost of the works 
made by tire Slate Engineer should prove in­ 
sufficient for the completion of such works, 
then additional estimates of the amount of 
such deficiency shall be made in tiie same 
manner in which the original estimates were 
made, which shall be filed with the Board of 
Directors of the district. 
If the additional 
estimates are approved by the Board of 
Directors, theu notice of them -hall be given 
to the Board of Trustees in the same man­ 
ner as directed for original estimates. 
Bonds 
dated at the time these additional estimates 
are mane shall then Le prepared, issued and 
■old in the same manner as bond- of the first 
issue, aud the provision of Section 21 shall 
equally apply to the additional bonds con­ 
templated in ti is section. 
Section 23. The State Treasurer shall, on 
the first day of January of each year, report 
to th e B o a id of Directors of each drainage 
district the amount and num ber of out­ 
standing bonds issued for th at district. 


ASSESSMENT AND LEVY TAX. 
Section 24. The Assessors of the several 
counties embraced in whole or in part in any 
drainage district shall be ex officio’Assessors 
of the district for the portion of said district 
inclosed in their respective 
counties,* aud 
each such Assessor shall annually assess and 
make a 
duplicate 
assessment 
book 
of 
all the property of 
that portion of the 
county of which he is Assessor, embraced with­ 
in such drainage district, and shall deliver 
the said duplicate assessment book at the 
same time and iu the same manner and to 
the same officer or Board that he delivers the 
assessment book 
made for the purpose of 
State and county taxation ; and the assess­ 
ment so made shall be equal zed at the same 
time and by the same officers or Board, as 
assessments made for State and county taxes 
are equalized. 
The said duplicate assess­ 
ment Book shall be treated in all respects by 
the State and county officers the same as the 
assessment book made for State aud county 
purposes. 
W hen the said assessment has 
been finally equalized by the proper authority, 
as hereinbefore provided, it shall be the duty 
of the Auditor of the county in whole or in 
part embraced in any drainage district, on or 
before the first day of October of each year, 
to forward by mail or express to the Board of 
Directors of said district, at their office, a state­ 
ment showing the total value of all property 
embraced in said duplicate book, after the 
same has been properly equalized as before 
stated. 
Section 25. 
In order to provide for the 
payment of the principal and interest of all 
bonds issued under the authority of this Act, 
it shall be the duty of the Board of Directors 
of each drainage district to prepare on some 
day during the month of October of each year 
a statem ent showing the whole amount re­ 
quired to pay the interest on the bonds out­ 
standing of said district for such year, aud to 
provide for a sinking fund for the redemption 
of said bonds, as hereinafter especially pro­ 
vided, and also showing the amount of tax­ 
able property in said district, computed from 
the statem ent or statem ents of the A uditor or 
Auditors of the county, or counties, embraced 
in whole, or in part, in said district. 
And 
the 
said Directors 
shall 
a t 
the same 
time levy a tax upon all property in such 
drainage district sufficient to pay the inter­ 
est U [X )a the outstanding bonus of that dis­ 
trict for the year, and to create a sinking 
fund fur the redemption of the bonds of the 
district as required by this Act. 
They shall 
levy said tax annually until all the said bonds, 
both principal and interest, shall have been 
paid. 
COLLECTION OF TAX. 
Section 26. So soon as the tax provided for 
in Section 25 shall have been levied on the 
property- in 
each 
drainage district, the 
Board of Directors levying the same shall at 
once notify the A uditor of each county in 
which any portion of any drainage district 
is embraced, of the tax and rate so levied; 
and each of said Auditors shall compute and 
enter upon the duplicate assessment book of 
each district the respective sums to be col­ 
lected, in the same manner th at he makes 
computation and entry upon the assessment 
book for State and county purposes, and shall 
turn the same over to the Tax Collector at 
the same time and in the Eame manner that 
he does the assessment book for State and 
county purposes. 
The Tax Collectors shall 
collect said tax, or taxes, at the same time 
and in the same manner th at they collect 
State and county taxes ; and all laws for the 
enforcement and collection of State and 
county taxes now in force, or hereafter en­ 
acted, shall be applicable to the enforcement 
and collection of all taxes in this A ct provided 
for. 
The Tax Collectors shall pay the same 
over to the County Treasurer at the Bame 
time and in the same manner as State aud 
county taxes are paid. The County Treasurer 
shall pay the same over to the State Treasurer 
at the same tim e aud in the same manner as 
State taxes are paid. And the State Treasurer 
shall place the same to the credit of the proper 
fund, to be known as “ Interest and Sinkjpg 
Fuud of Drainage D istrict No. I, 2, 3,” etc., 
as the case may be. 
Section 27. In case any drainage district is 
organized after the time provided by law for 
making assessments for State and county 
purposes, then the Board of Directors of such 
districts shall, if they deem it available so to 
do, notify the Auditor or Auditors of the 
county or counties embraced in whole or in 
part in said districts, and thereupon each of 
said Auditors shall make a copy of the last 
assessment book of that county for State and 
county taxation, as finally corrected and 
equalized by the proper authority, of all the 
property in the county embraced in said dis­ 
trict, and shall immediately thereafter pre­ 
pare and forward, by mail or express, to said 
Directors, a statem ent showing the total val­ 
u atio n of the property thus assessed and 
included in said copy; the said Directors 
shall 
thereupon, 
some 
day 
before the 
1st 
day of 
November of 
th at 
year, 
after 
they 
have 
received 
the 
notice 
from the State Treasurer, stating the amount 
of bonds of I hat district which have been sold, 
prepare a statem ent showing the amount of 
interest which will become due on said bonds 
for the ensuing year, aud shall, at the same 
time, levy a tax npon all property in said 
drainage district sufficient to pay the interest 
upon said bonds for the year. 
They shall 
then notify the Auditor or Auditors of the 
county or counties embraced iu part or in 
whole in the district, of the tax and rate so 
levied. 
The Auditor of each county so noti­ 
fied shall tbereupou compute and enter upon 
said copy of the assessment book this tax, in 
the same manner that he does taxes for State 
and county purposes. 
The said copy shall 
then be turned over to the Tax Collector, and 
the taxes embraced in same shall be collected 
and finally paid over to the State Treasurer 
in the same manner, and at the same times, as 
fully stated in the preceding section of this 
A c t; aud such taxes contemplated by this 
section shall in a like manner be a lien upon 
the property embraced iu said copy of the 
assessment book. 
Section 28. 
The Auditors of the counties 
embraced in any drainage district shall be al­ 
lowed a reasonable compensation for making 
the duplicate assessment books, as provided 
for in Section 24, or for making copies of the 
assessment books, as provided for in Section 
27 ; and these claims for compensation shall 
be audited aud allowed by the Directors of 
each drainage district, and Bhall be paid in 
the same manner as other claims against the 
district. 


PAYMENT OF INTEREST. 
Section 29. The State Treasurer is hereby 
authorized to pay the interest and principal 
of the bonds of each drainage district as they 
become due, out of the “ Interest and Sinking 
Fund” of the district, which is hereby pledged 
for that purpose. 
Section 30. The rate to be estimated by the 
Board of Directors of each drainage district 
for paying the interest and for the redemption 
of the bonds in each drainage district shall 
be annually for the first ten years after the 
date of each bond an amount sufficient to 
pay the interest on the outstanding bonds ; 
and tor the ensuing ten years (or the ten years 
prior to the m aturity of the respective bonds) 
shall be a sufficient amount to pay accruing 
interest and the following percentage of the 
principal of the bonds issued and recurring 
from the respective date of each bond, to 
w it: For the eleventh year, five per cent.; 


for the tw elfth year, six per eent.; for the 
thirteenth year, seven per cent.; for the four­ 
teenth year, eight per cent.; for the fifteenth 
year, nine per cent.; for the sixteebth year, 
ten per cent.; for the seventeenth year, eleven 
per cent.; for the eighteenth year, thirteen 
per ceut.; for the nineteenth year, fifteen 
per cent.; for the tw entieth year, sixteen per 
cent. 


SURRENDER OK BONDS. 
Section 31. Whenever there shall be in the 
“ Interest and Sinking Fund ’’ of any drain­ 
age district a surplus of $5,000 ur more, over 
and above the interest to be paid from that 
fund for the ensuing year, the State Treas­ 
urer shall give notice for thirty days in two 
daily newspapers of general circulation, one 
of which is published in the city of San Frau- 
cisco, and the other in the city of New Yoik, 
stating the amount of such surplus, and that 
on a certain day (which shall be thirty days 
after the date of tiie last daily advertise­ 
ment) sealed proposals will be received a t his 
office for the surrender of bonds of the dis­ 
trict (giving its num bei); no bids to b e re­ 
ceived exceeding par aud accrued interest. 
A t the time stated i:> said notice he shall 
open the proposals tendered and accept the 
lowest hid or bids (if they are at par or less, 
with the accrued interest), and shall pay aud 
retire said binds, up to the extent of said 
surplus. 
Should proposals not be offered at 
the time stated to so exhaust said surplus on 
hand for redemption, the Treasurer shall at 
once publish for thirty days, in a daily news­ 
paper of general circulation published in the 
city of San Francisco, th at he will redeem 
certain bonds of drainage district (designa­ 
ting the number), commencing with the high­ 
est number outstanding, and stating in nu­ 
merical order the next highest numbers, up 
to the amount of surplus in hand for redemp­ 
tion ; the interest upon said bonds shall cease, 
and from and after that time no interest shall 
be allowed on such binds. 
Section 32. W hen any bond or coupon, au­ 
thorized by this Act, is paid, the State Treas­ 
urer shall write or print the word “ canceled,” 
the date of payment, and his signature, 
upon its face. 


RESPONSIBILITY OF OFFICERS. 
Section 33. A ll officers acting under the 
provisions of th.is Act, and their bondsmen, 
are hereby made responsible for the collect­ 
ing, safe keeping and proper accounting of 
the taxes and funds intrusted to them iu the 
maimer hereinbefore provided for, in accord­ 
ance with the laws regulating their duties 
aud responsibilities in connection with State 
and bounty funds. 
Section 34. This Act shall take effect and 
be iu force from and after its passage.

Some Secrets of a French Kitchen 
To begin w ith, there are certain delicious 
little 
cake-loaves, 
called, 
I 
believe, 
“ to rto lo n g ”—a t least, th a t was B abette’s 
name for them —which I have never m et 
w ith in England, b ut which will De remem ­ 
bered gratefully by m any of our friends 
who have resided in France. 
They are 
exceedingly light and delicate, and usually 
m ake th eir appearance in the form of 
linked rings or figures of 8 w ith the early 
m orning’s coffee or noonday chocolate. 
I 
believe there are several inferior members 
of this particular section of the “ petits 
pains ” fam ily ; b u t here is B abette’s own 
m ethod of m aking the very best kind, and 
I do not see any reason w hy Jane or Betsy 
should not be able, w ith a little practice 
and a few failures, to tu rn out as tem pting 
a batch now and then for the benefit 
of those who enjoy such dainty, light 
things in preference to slices from our very 
solid and satisfying B ritish half-quartein 
or som ew hat unwholesome penny roll; 
B abette set to work w ith, for instance, 
three pounds of flour, half a pound of b u t­ 
ter, six ounces of powdered sugar, and a 
dozen eggs, mixing the whole m ost th o r­ 
oughly, and not forgetting to scatter about 
a 
“ suspicion” of salt (those were her 
own words). 
I m ust leave you to find 
cu t w hat quantity this represented. W hen 
she had stirred it all to her h eart’s con­ 
te n t—mind, this was not done very soon— 
she proceeded to roll th e dough into a 
long, thin, sausage-like shape, and cut it 
into lengths of about four inches. 
These 
she bent into rings, w hich she linked tw o 
and two together, neatly joining the ends 
by folding over and pressing them lightly 
into one. 
Then when some half a dozen 
were ready for the oven, as I thought, 
B abette 
cooly 
flung 
them 
into 
a 
large 
stew -pan 
half 
full 
of 
boiling 
w ater, w hich stood ready on the tire. 
They at once sank out of sight, but pres­ 
ently reappeared floating on the bubbling 
surface. 
She at once w hisked them out 
w ith a flat spoon, and popped them into a 
bowl of cold w ater, w here she left them to 
soak while she w ent on rolling, tw isting 
and linking more rings and eights, which, 
one a t a tim e, were dropped into the boil­ 
ing stew -pan, then in cold w ater, where 
they were allowed to remain in soak. 
“ B ut, Babette, why don’t you finish them ?” 
I asked, seeing her tu rn away presently as 
though her task was finished. 
The bonne 
explained th a t they were finished as far as 
to-day w ent. To-morrow, before m adam e’s 
breakfast tim e, she would take them out of 
th eir cold bath, drain them as dry as pos­ 
sible in a sieve, p ut them on th a t th in sheet 
of iron which slipped so easily into the 
oven, and let them bake u n til they were of 
th a t p retty light brown which m adam e ad­ 
m ired so m uch. The oven m ust be very hot, 
and she (Babette) m ust watch closely to see 
th a t th ey puffed and grew big and light 
enough ; for if a t all overdone or burned 
they would be detestable and im presenta­ 
ble—a disgrace which, according to the en­ 
ergetic old lady’s account, she could never 
survive for one little moment. 
A nother 
thing which B abette m ade to perfection 
was the sweet-smelling, delicate aud tem p t­ 
ing “ brioche” —th a t nearest French repre­ 
sentative of the English bnn and the 
Scotch cookie, b u t a refined representative, 
being neither puffy, brown nor indigesti­ 
ble. 
They are beginning to take their 
place in the best English confectioners’. 
On th e C ontinent th ey are found every­ 
where, and m uch favored liy our country­ 
men, 
who generally know a good aud 
wholsome thing when they get it, and why 
th ey should not get 
this 
particularly 
good thing at home as well as abroad, at 
th eir own tables as well as in a shop, I can­ 
n ot quite see. 
A t any rate I will do my 
best to make this excellent little cake 
loaf b etter known by telling > ou how old 
B abette proceeded when she m eant to give 
us brioches for 
breakfast or luncheon 
next day, as th e dough, when mixed, has 
to stand a t least twelve hours before bak­ 
ing. 
F irst she provided herself w ith, let 
us say, one pound and a half of flour, one 
pound of good butter-— a thing which 
B abette was alw ays m ost particular about 
—tw elve ounces of sugar, rath er over one 
ounce of Germ an yeast, a little salt, and 
about ten eggs. 
She spread about a fourth 
of the flour upon her board, and, having 
dissolved the yeast in enough tepid w ater 
to mix th e flour into a paste, she poured 
this into it, and kneaded it thoroughly into 
a stiff ball of dough, which she then 
scored w ith a knife and placed in a large 
pan, which, having covered, she p u t in a 
warm place to ferm ent, or, as th e bakers 
call it, to set the sponge, while she proceed­ 
ed to mix the rest of the ingredients. 
The 
remaining flour was now spread on her 
board, aud a well or hollow place m ade in 
it, into which she put the sugar and salt, 
mixed together in a little cold w ater ; then 
the b u tter and eggs followed the rest, to 
be stirred or worked together by B abette's 
strong list, who rubbed and rolled and 
passed the whole mo3t carefully through 
her band th a t no ugly lum ps should remain 
unuoticed to tell of a careless cook. 
By 
the tim e all this was sufficiently mixed, the 
“ sponge,” which had risen aud spread and 
puffed up to three tim es its original size, 
w as pronounced ready for use, and spread 
on th e paste, w ith which it was carefully 
mixed and kneaded, then the whole lump 
placed upon a cloth spread in a large 
woollen bowl, over which a handful of flour 
had been shaken, more flour scattered on 
th e top, and the whole being covered w ith 
a tow el, the bowl was set in a cool corner 
and left to work as it would. 
Our 


ancient bonne usually made this h er even­ 
ing’s em ploym ent; and as she was an early 
riser, the sw eet little loaves were ready for 
us by breakfast tim e, although th e dough 
had first to be again turned out of its pro­ 
tecting cloth and bowl to have flour shaken 
over and under it, and to be then doubled 
and foiled, and pressed and rolled, and 
knuckled into all kinds of forms and sh ap es; 
then to be p u t back into its bowl and left 
to its own devices for some three hours, 
after which B abette again found tim e and 
energy to double and fold, and knead and 
knuckle, u ntil the paste was full of small 
bubbles, and felt like a large piece of soft, 
w hite, elastic pudding, and then was ready 
to lie fashioned into ordinary double-ball­ 
shaped brioches of every-day life, or fash­ 
ioned into rings, tw ists, or fancy shapes, 
and brushed over w ith w ater and egged, so 
th a t when baked they should assum e th a t 
light brown, tem pting color w hich it was 
the old lady’s pride to see them assum e.— 
[Cassell's Magazine. 


R ec e ip ts. 


F r a n c a t e l l i’s 
F r ic a v d e a u 
(C o n ­ 


d e n s e d ).— Take th a t pdrt of the leg called 
the cushion lying im m ediately under the 
udder or fa tty covering, and lard it closely 
w ith strip s of fat bacon. 
Stew the bottom 
of a pan th at ha3 a tig h t cover w ith sliced 
carrot, onion aud celery, a faggot of par-ley 
and green ouion ; cover tLe.-e w ith thin 
layers of fat bacon ; on these place the 
fiicandeau, 
m oisten 
w ith 
stock 
to 
reach 
up 
to 
th e 
larding, 
place 
b u t­ 
tered 
paper 
over 
the top and 
cover 
w ith th e lid. 
Sim m er slowly for about 
three hours, during which tim e it m ust be 
frequently basted w ith its own liquor; 
when nearly done remove the paper and 
the lid in order th at the larding m ay dry. 
Serve on a dish w ith green peas nnd pour 
a little gravy iu the dish w ith the peas aud 
fricandeau. 


S n o w d e n P u d d in g . —Prepare one p o u n d 
of sponge-cake batter in the following m an­ 
ner, to be baked in a thin sheet : 
To one 
pound of eggs (weigh in the shell), p u t one 
pound of pulverized w hite sugar and ten 
ounces of flour. 
Flavor w ith the juice and 
grated rind of a fresh lemon, or if th a t is 
not accessible, a teaspoonful of pnre ex­ 
tract of lemon. 
W hen baked, aud while 
hot, spread over th e cake a layer of some 
nice preserves, straw berry or raspberry 
jam being specially nice for the purpose. 
M ake it into a roll as neatly as possible, 
and strew w ith pow dered sugar. 
Serve 
w ith sw eet sauce. 


A p p l e 
C h e e s e .—Peel and qu arter a 
qu antity of apples, stew them w ith a lit­ 
tle w ater, a good deal of sugar, the thin 
rind of a lemon and a few cloves, or a stick 
of cinnamon. 
W heu quite done pass them 
through a hair sieve ; and to one q u art of 
the puree th u s obtained add half a packet 
of gelatine, dissolved in w ater ; mix well, 
pour into a mold, aud wheu set, tu rn it 
out aud serve w ith a custard poured about 
it. 
I t is well to rem em ber th a t th e puree 
m ust be thoroughly well sw eetened and 
flavored to carry off the insipidity of gela­ 
tine. 


C r a n b e r r y D u m p l in g .—One q u art of 
flour, one teaspoonful of soda and tw o tea- 
Bpoonfuls of cream of ta rta r sifted togeth­ 
er. 
M ix into a soft dough w ith sweet 
m ilk ; roll the dough out very thin in ob­ 
long shapes, and spread over it one quart 
of cranberries picked and washed clean. 
A dd half a pound of sugar sprinkled over 
evenly. 
Fold over and over, and th en tie 
in a pudding-cloth and p ut into a steam er, 
where let it cook over a steady fire for an 
hour, w ith faith, never looking iuto the 
pot. 
Serve w ith sw eet wine sauce or sugar 
and cream. 


B a t h B u n s .— H alf an ounce of Germ an 
yeast m ade into a sponge as for plain buns ; 
half a pound of flour and a qu arter of a 
pound of b u tte r ; mix the whole lightly 
together w ith six yolks of eggs and a 
little m ilk. 
W hen proved aud ready, 
w ork in a q uarter of a pound of rough 
broken loaf su g ar; 
lay them out on a 
buttered baking sheet iu the shape of a 
rock, put a few comfits on tile top of each, 
aud bake in a sharp oven. 
To R o a s t a 
F il l e t 
o f Y k a l.—Take 
out the bone, till tiie space w ith a line 
force-meat, and let the 
fat be skew ered 
quite round ; stuff it also well under the 
skin w ith bread, sage, chopped onions and 
parsley, as m uch depends on the q u antity 
aud flavor of th e stuffing. 
Cover th e fat 
with buttered paper and roast at a distance 
from the fire, or if it is halted in an oven 
bake slowly, basting often until it is thor­ 
oughly done. 
Serve w ith m elted bntter. 


O r a n g e 
S n o w b a l l s.— Boil some rice 
for ten m inutes ; drain and let cool ; pare 
some oranges, taking off' the thick, w hite 
skin ; spread the rice in as many portions 
as there are oranges on pudding or dum p­ 
ling cloths ; tie the fruit (surrounded by 
the rice) separately in these, and boil for 
an hour ; tu rn out carefully on a dish ; 
sprinkle w ith plenty of sifted sugar ; serve 
w ith sauce or sw eet cream. 


B r e a d -a n d -B u t t e r P u d d in g .— M ake a 
b atter of five eggs and a pint of m ilk ; add 
a little salt before the eggs are p u t in. 
H ave several slices of bread about as thick 
as for toasting and spread b u tte r thickly 
on them . 
B n tter a pudding dish, and put 
in a layer of bread and b n tte r u n til the 
dish is nearly three-quarters full. 
Flavor 
the b atter w ith n u tm e g ; pour over aud 
bake. 
’ 
To 
R e m o v e O l d 
P a in t .— Slake three 
pounds of stone quicklim e in w ater, and 
add one pound 
of 
A m erican pearlasb, 
m aking the whole into th e consistence of 
paint. 
Lay over the old w ork w ith a 
brush, and let it rem ain for from 12 to 14 
hours, when the paint is easily scraped off. 


V e a l C u t l e t s . — Have them about three- 
quarter? of an inch in thickness, fry a light 
brown, garnish w ith parsley and rolls of 
thin sliced, nicely fried bacon. 
O r dip 
them in the yolk of an egg dredge them 
w ith bread crumbs, fry in b u tter or nice 
drippings, garnish w ith parsley aud serve. 


HOW 
CELLULCID IS MADE. 


Dr. W . H. W ahl tells in the Journal o f 
Industry w hat celluloid is and how it is 
made. 
Briefly defined, celluloid, he says, 
is a species of solidified collodion, produced 
by dissolving gun-cotton (pyroxylin) in 
cam phor w ith the aid of heat and pressure. 
The gun-cotton is ground in w ater to a fine 
pulp in a machine sim ilar to th a t used in 
grinding paper pnlp. 
The pulp is then 
subjected to powerful pressure in a per­ 
forated vessel to extract th e bulk of the 
m oisture, bu t still leaving it slightly m oist 
for th e next operation. 
This consists in 
thoroughly incorporating finely com m inu­ 
ted gum cam phor w ith the m oist gun-cotton 
pulp. 
W ith this m ixture any coloring 
required can now be incorporated. 
The 
n ext 
step is to subject th e mass to 
powerful pressure in order to expel from 
it the rem aining traces of m oisture aud 
incidentally to effect also the more in ti­ 
m ate contact of the cam phor w ith th e pulp. 
The dried and compressed mass is next 
placed in a mold, open a t the top, into 
which fits a solid plunger. 
A heavy hy­ 
draulic pressure is brought to bear upon 
the plunger, and a t the same tim e the m ix­ 
ture is heated by means of a steam jacket 
surrounding the vessel to a tem perature of 
aliout 300 F ahrenheit. 
W hen the mass is 
taken out of th e press it hardens, and ac­ 
quires the extraordinary toughness and 
elasticity which are the distinguishing 
characteristics of this rem arkable product. 
Celluloid is very largely used as a substi­ 
tu te for ivory, which is im itated w ith great 
success. 
Tortoise shell, m alachite, m other 
of pearl, coral and other costly and elegartt 
m aterials, are also so successfully im itated 
th at an expert can hardly detect th e orig­ 
inal from the copy. 
Celluloid is also used 
as a substitute for porcelain in th e m anu­ 
facture of dolls, which will stand a good 
deal of rough usage w ithout breaking. 
Q uite recently, too, it has been combined 
w ith linen, and used for shirt-bosoms, 
cuffs and collars.

V e lo c ity o f a R i f l e B u l l e t . — Prof. 
R obert ¡spice, the Brooklyn chem ist and 
physicist, appeared last evening at the 
Cooper In stitu te in a lecture on projectiles. 
The great hall was crowded in every part— 
many standing iu the aisles. 
W hen the 
well-known face of Mr. Cooper appeared 
the audience, as usual, gave him a very 
hearty welcome, and th e applause was re­ 
newed when, on the introduction of P ro1. 
Raymoud, the 
lecturer 
came forward. 
The task w hich Prof. Spice was to accom­ 
plish was to determ ine the actual velocity 
of a rifle bullet lired across the stage. 
The 
distance measured on th e platform was 33 
feet, which th e lecturer explained was 
shorter than usual, as the ordinary distance 
used in determ ining th is question was 
about 200 fee:. 
To carry this performance 
out he had secured the co-operation of 
L ieutenant E. L. M erriam , of tho Brooklyn 
T hirteenth 
Regim ent, 
who 
ha3 gained 
some reputation at the Creedmoor Range, 
as evidenced by the medals w hich he wore. 
In the first place Prof. Spice explained 
the apparatus to be used. 
H e called 
the 
attention 
of 
th e 
audience 
to 
a 
m ahogany 
base, 
tw elve 
inches 
by fifteen inches, on which were placed 
tw o levers which carried bent wires to make 
m arks on a piece of smoked glass under­ 
neath the points. 
One of these wires con­ 
nected w ith a pendulum attached to an 
A twood machine, vibrating seconds. 
By 
means of electric currents the lever con­ 
nected w ith th e pendulum eame down on 
the glass precisely at the beginning of each 
second, m aking a series of lines separated 
by spaces som ewhat sim ilar to the old 
Morse alphabet. Consequently the distance 
from the beginning of one line to the begin­ 
ning of the next represented a second of 
tim e. 
The second lever, exactly opposite, 
ban a spring attached to one end, which 
k ep t the point off the glass. 
I t also had 
two electro m agnets, one a t each end, which 
had electric currents passed through of 
different strength — the w eaker current 
tending to pull the lever down on the glass; 
the stronger current tending to keep it 
elevated. 
In addition to this, th e current 
from th e stronger m agnet passed through a 
loose wire resting on tw o globules of m er­ 
cury, and im m ediately in front of this wire 
was to rest th e muzzle of the rifle. 
The 
w eaker current passed through a precisely 
sim ilar loose wire, also on tw o globules 
of 
m ercury, 
which 
w ire 
was placed 
thirty -th ree feet d istant from the first wire. 
L ieutenant M erriam now came forw ard 
and loaded his rifle. 
I t was a regular 
Creedmoor, 45 caliber, 34 inch barrel, and 
placed in it a cartridge containing a 450 
grain ball and 45 grains of powder, explain­ 
ing th a t this was not a full charge. 
He 
then took his position. 
The object was to 
shoot aw ay th e wires on the mercury. 
A 
box of sand was placed to receive the ball. 
The pendulum above described was then 
set in motion. 
On its striking the fifth sec­ 
ond the plate of smoked glass was draw n 
along by the descent of a w eight on the 
top of a column of sand which ran ou t of 
a tube. 
On the sixth second, L ieutenant 
M erriam pulled the trigger and both wires 
\ 
fished. 
On the first w ire being broken 
the point of the corresponding lever de­ 
scended on the glass, bu t im m ediately roso 
again by the action of a spring, w hen the 
bullet broke the second wire. 
The conse­ 
quence of this was th a t the point connected 
w ith this lever scraped a very short line on 
th e smoked glass ; while the other point, 
being kept down during the swing of the 
pendulum , scraped a longer space. 
Then 
the glass was w ithdraw n and placed in 
the stereopticon, projecting a magnified im ­ 
age of the line on the screen. 
The relative 
lengths of these lines were ascertained, 
thus obviating any source of error in 
m easuring th e m inute lines of the smoked 
glass. 
This 
m ethod of m easuring the 
lengths was claimed to be original by the 
Professor. 
On this m easurem ent it was 
found 
th a t th e shorter 
line was five 
inches long, and the other line nine feet 
tw o inches. 
These nnm bers were brought 
down to the common fraction of inches, 
the result giving 110 inches for the longer 
space. 
I t was then ascertained how many 
tim es the form er was contained in the 
latter, and the fraction thus obtained was 
clearly th e fraction of a second th at the 
bullet took to piass from one wire to the 
other—th a t is 1:22 of a second. 
M ulti­ 
plying 
the 
distance 
betw een 
the 
w ires 
(33 
feet) as above, by the de­ 
nom inator 
of 
th e above 
fraction, the 
velocity of th e bullet in feet was obtained, 
namely 726 feet in a second. 
The result 
was long applauded, and the lecturer, to 
m ake m atters sure, determ ined to repeat 
the experim ent. 
The second attem p t was 
equally successful. 
Professor Spice then 
proceeded to give illustrations or experi­ 
m ents of the well-known magician, show ­ 
ing how science and a rt arc resorted to to 
deceive the senses. 
H is perform ances and 
explanations were of great interest to his 
hearers.— [N. Y. Tribune. 
D emoralized H unters.—A. L. Thiel, 
C. H . AVoods, J . F. Fprdham , .7. R. Rob­ 
inson and Chas. Cochran, the “ boss ” nim- 
rods of town, started out for a hunt on 
W ednesday. 
The sta rt was made in fine 
style, th eir guns were bright, and the dogs 
were as frisky as kittens. 
W hen the 
ground was reached they separated and 
beat the bushes to fill up th eir game bags 
in approved m anner. 
They walked miles 
and miles w ithout finding game enough to 
satisfy a city clerk, and the few birds seen 
were wilder than M arch hares, so th at only 
about tw enty were bagged by each of these 
crack shots. 
During this day's sport both 
men and dogs were utterly demoralized by 
the unaccountable movem ents indulged in 
by the quail, which we are assured would 
have upset the nerves of anyone seeing 
them for the first tim e.

running, aud th a t only when closely pur­ 
sued do they fly. 
The m anner of their 
flight is also well known, and no sound is 
dearer to a sportsm an’s ear than the sharp 
w hirr—rr—rr made by the active wings of 
this sw ift bird. 
B ut on this day, w ithout 
exception, the quail seemed to have dis­ 
covered a new wrinkle, and when hard 
pushed they would spriDg straig h t up like 
a sky-lark to a great hight w ithout noise, 
and then begin a series of frantic evolu­ 
tions th a t can only be compared to a de­ 
moralized tum bler pigeon. 
This would be 
kept up for some seconds, when all of a 
sudden th e bird would gather i’s energies 
for a final effort and m ount the clear Bkiei 
u n til out of sight. T h k startling innovation 
proved m ost discouraging to the hunters, 
and after awhile their hands refused to 
pull the trigger. 
B ut the effect was still 
more noticeable on the thoroughbred dogs, 
who, after seeing the birds perform in this 
crazy m anner, dropped their tails in abject 
fear, and lying down at the feet of their 
m asters they refused to point. 
K icks and 
beatings failed to move them , so the 
hunters gave it up as a hopeless task and 
came home, u tterly fagged out w ith the 
long walk, the slim show of game, the 
w haling of crestfallen dogs, and w ith new 
ideas.of the capabilities of the California 
quail in practicing self-protection.—[Chico 
Enterprise. 
S p o r t s m a n ' s C l u b . —T his wonld be a 
good tim e to organize a sportsm an's club. 
I t is the spaw ning season for trout, and 
about this tim e every year large num bers 
of them are caught in spite of the law for 
such cases provided.

ways 
on 
th e 
theory 
of 
select 
and 
peculiar peoples on th e one hand, and an 
outcast world on the other hand. 
The co­ 
thinkers and co-workers w ith these pro- 
Chinese petitioners have been intolerant, 
persecutors, bigots, from tim e immemorial. 
They have alw ays been abusing w eaker 
races or classes. 
They persecuted the 
Jew s for centuries. 
They persecuted the 
Moors. 
They pe.secuted the Catholic». 
They persecuted the Protestants. 
They 
persecuted th e Quakers. 
There was al­ 
ways a race or sect which they refused to 
tolerate or adm it to an equality w ith them ­ 
selves. 
The canting, sour-faced Puritans 
were as brutal persecutors as those they 
fled from. 
Persecution has been the domi­ 
nant characteristic of all C hristian Clmrches 
for eighteen hundred years. 
And y et it 
is in the name of the Bible th a t these O ak­ 
land petitioners now come forw ard to de­ 
fend th e Chinese. 
Surely th a t is an 
unfortunate au th o rity to cite. 
The Old 
Testam ent is little more than a record of 
proscriptions and persecutions.

th at came in th eir way. 
The anti-Chinese 
advocates can find abundant justification 
for their policy in the Bible. 
If it is to be 
assailed w ith any effect some more liberal 
authority m ust be referred to — for ex­ 
am ple, the C onstitution and treaties of the 
U nited States. 


THE 
REJECTION 
OF 
MORTON. 


The rejection of th e President’s nomina­ 
tion of John M. M orton for Collector of 
San Francisco has been foreshadowed for 
several weeks, and it therefore can take no 
one by surprise. 
The attem p t to force a 
stranger into th is office agaiust the wishes 
of the California delegation, w ithout anv 
pretense of special nrgency, and in defi­ 
ance of public opinion in this State, has 
been from th e beginning a very curious 
proceeding. 
N obody here w anted Mr. 
M orton. 
H e was not satisfactory to onr 
delegation. 
He possessed uo qualifications 
calculated to counterbalance these objec­ 
tions. 
In fact, it looked as though the 
only object in urging his appointm ent was 
to m ake a place for an applicant whose 
partisan claims were not to be denied, b ut 
for whom no position could be found on the 
other side of th e m ountains. 
The Presi­ 
dent, how ever insisted on the nomination, 
and now he has th e m ortification of having 


i t rejected. 


An article in the current issue of the 
Atlantic M o n th ly , on th e “ Strong Govern- 
“ m ent Idea,” m ay he cited as au evidence 
of the progress already m ade even among 
more or less cultivated men tow ards ap­ 
proval of th a t centralizing tendency which 
is the m ost serious m ovem ent of the times, 
and th e m ost significant. 
The w riter of 
tiie article referred to calm ly recapitulates 
the steps which have been taken since the 
rebellion to break down and abolish the 
theory of S tates R ights which was con­ 
fessedly in harm ony w ith the original 
American polity, and expresses the opinion 
th a t th e aggrandizem ent of th e Federal 
Governm ent, which has been goiDg on so 
steadily for the last fifteen years, is in the 
line of increased national security and pros­ 
perity. 
H e puts and answers the question 
w hich th e present tendency of authority 
suggests, thus : 
“ W ill not this crowding 
“ of th e State governm ents into narrow er 
“ fields of action, and this enlargem ent of 
“ the powers of the N ational G overnm ent, 
“ weaken, and in the end destroy, repub- 
“ lican 
institutions? 
N o t 
necessarily. 
“ The demaud for a stronger central gov- 
“ em inent carries 
w ith it no 
disposi- 
“ tion to surrender individual rights. 
The 
“ citizen believes th a t the central row er is 
“ a more effectual agency to protect his 
“ rights and w ork out beueticial results to 
“ him than the State can possibly b e a n d 
so forth, in a by no m eansstrong orsagacious 
way. 
Now it is evident th a t th e assum p­ 
tion of a “ dem and” for a strong central 
governm ent, here made, is largely w ithout 
w arrant. 
The progríss of centralization 
since the rebellion lias not been open, but 
indirect and insidious. 
The necessities of 
a great crisis accustomed the people during 
the rebellion to very rude and by no means 
scrupulous handling of the Federal Consti­ 
tution. 
A t th a t time it was made to m eet 
as many diverse requirem ents as the cele­ 
brated w ill in Sw ift's Tale of a Tub. A fter 
the rebellion it was therefore comparatively 
easy to persuade the masses th a t w hatever 
measures of centralization were proposed 
were dem anded for the “ securing of the 
“ fruits of the w ar;” and under cover of 
th at elastic excuse the new tendency re­ 
ceived powerful forw ard impulses. 
A t no 
time, however, was centralization proposed 
as a desirable policy by the Republican 
P arty, 
nor 
has 
there 
ever 
been 
a tim e when the leaders of th a t or any 
party w ould have thought it safe to ven­ 
tu re upon such a proposition. 
The work 
of centralization has gone on in a great 
m easure autom atically, moreover. 
P arty 
has availed itself of th e opportunities 
created by the popular condem nation of 
rebellion, to urge policies w hich tended 
to centralization, b ut which were really 
devised w ithout any other than a narrow 
partisan purpose. The assertion th a t “ the 
“ citizen believes th a t th e central power 
“ is a more effectual agency to protect his 
“ rights and w ork out beneficial results to 
“ him than the State can possibly be,” is 
even more loose and unjustifiable than th at 
which posits the illusion of a popular de­ 
m and for “ strong G overnm ent.” 
As it 
involves the very core of th a t question, 
however, we m ust exam ine it w ith some 


care. 


W e will begin w ith the assertion th a t if 
the citizen believes the central power to be 
more efficient for his protection than the 
State can possibly be, he m ust he lam enta­ 
bly ignorant of th e nature of the m ethods 
through aud by which the central power is 
exercised. 
The fundam ental principle of 
representative governm ent is th at taxation 
w ithout representation ¡3 tyranny. 
T hat 
is true, b u t m odern politiciaus have fouud 
means of establishing this form of tyranny 
under so plausible a pretense of liberal in­ 
stitutions th a t th e enslaved people do not 
realize th eir condition, and allow them ­ 
selves to be plundered alm ost w ithout a re­ 
m onstrance. 
Statesm en laboring to estab­ 
lish th e dem ocratic form of governm ent 
have found by experience th a t the only 
way to secure honesty and efficiency in 
governing bodies and representative bodies 
is 
to 
m ake 
th eir 
accountability 
to 
and connection 
w ith 
the 
people 
as 
direct and close as possible. 
To the 
extent 
th a t 
th is 
accountability 
and 
connection are weakened the securities 
against corruption and usurpation are d i­ 
m inished, and it is impossible for the peo­ 
ple to choose representatives so patriotic 
and pure th a t they will not be amenable to 
th e seductions of pow tr unaccompanied by 
responsibility. 
Now in the form of cen­ 
tralization which is being built up in the 
U nited States, the process of the destruc­ 
tion of responsibility is among the m ost 
conspicuous features. 
The tendency is to 
lodge all power in the hands of Congress, 
and at the same tim e Congress is being re­ 
moved more and more from popular con­ 
trol. 
P arty am bition and greed, and the 
requirem ents of a rapidly grow ing nation, 
have created in the civil service a machine 
of alm ost m asterful 
power 
when ap­ 
plied 
to 
politics. 
The 
m achine 
is 
p ut in 
operation 
through th e connect­ 
ing 
baud 
of 
party, which 
unites the 
simple voter and the ¡dotting politician 
in a connection which m akes the form er the 
docile instrum ent of the latter, and con­ 
verts the machine of civil service into the 
means of perpetuating in power men who 
have ceased to respect the w ill of the peo­ 
ple, and who are concerned only to keep 
the allegiance of 
the cliques on whose 
adroit m anipulations they depend for re­ 
nom ination. 
I t has long been notorious 
th a t th e mass of th e voters have no real 
influence upon politics. 
They cannot nom­ 
inate a Congressman. 
If they atte m p t it 
they are laughed to scorn by the pro­ 
fessional “ w orkers,” and w ithout trouble 
are baffled. 
They m ust, therefore, accept 
the dictation of th e few men who run the 
“ m achine,” or by bolting practically dis­ 
franchise themselves. 
I t is not possible 
th at under such a system a3 this the citi­ 
zen can, if he has auy intelligence, “ be- 
“ lieve th a t the central power is a more 
“ effectual agency to protect his rights and 
“ w ork out beneficial results to him than 
“ the S tate can possibly be.” 
I t is not 
th a t there is any magic in th e name of the 
State, as some have appeared to think. 
I t 
is th a t under S tate Governm ents th e pos­ 
sibilities of popular supervision are neces­ 
sarily greater, and th a t therefore th e op­ 
portunities for corruption and usurpation 
are necessarilv much fewer. 


Men cannot be tru sted w ithout checks 
and balances, and centralization destroys 
and discards these guarantees. 
Congress 
is by its very constitution a body which 
ought to act only under the strictest lim ­ 
itations. 
I t is not fitted, nor was it ever 


intended, to rule the U nion to th e extinc­ 
tion of all th e im portant rights of the 
States. 
A nd it m ust be realized th at 
though centralized governm ents have some­ 
tim es been successfully operated, none 
constituted as ours is can be found among 
the num ber. 
W here hereditary aristoc­ 
racy or autocracy have created a trained 
governing 
class, 
centralization, 
though 
never safe or com patible w ith freedom, 
may be consistent w ith absence of scan­ 
dalous abuses. 
B ut in a democracy the 
principle noblesse obliye has no application, 
and when th e vigilance of the constitu­ 
ency is once evaded there are no efficient 
restraints upon those who find them selves 
in power. 
To have n ot only power bu t 
the means of increasing it, is, however, the 
most dangerous position in which human 
beings can he placed, and it is the present 
condition of the m em ber of Congress. For 
Congress has for fifteen years been con­ 
tinually enlarging its own jurisdiction, 
and being 
fortified as continually 
by 
the decisions of the U nited States Su­ 
preme Court, it has succeeded in changing 
the 
form 
of 
governm ent during 
th at 
period, and in 
stripping the S tates of 
alm ost the last vestige of th eir original sov­ 
ereignty. 
W e do not th in k th a t any sober 
thinker can regard th e political situation 
w ith satisfaction. 
W e do not th in k the 
citizen can entertain th a t belief in the 
greater efficiency of the central power, 
assum ed by the w riter in the Atlantic 
M onthly. 
W e do not believe th at, as th at 
w riter concludes his paper, “ th e strong 
“ G overnm ent tow ard which we are stead- 
“ ily tending will be a G overnm ent of the 
“ people, by the people, and for th e peo- 
“ ple.” 
On the contrary, we see in the 
tendency of the tim es tow ard centraliza­ 
tion the most alarm ing m ovem ent of A m er­ 


ican history, and one w hich if not checked 
threatens to subvert republican in stitu ­ 
tions. 
Even a t th e present m oment the 
process has gone so far th a t th e assum p­ 
tion of genuine popular governm ent has 
become nothing bu t a thin pretense. 
The 
people follow factious and still think they 
are participating in the governm ent of the 
country, bu t a handful of astute politi­ 
cians control the m achinery, and the popu­ 
lar part in the business is m erely a ra t­ 
ification of previously arranged schemes. 
A nd if this happens now, w hat can be ex­ 
pected w hen the assum ed demand for a 
still “ stro n g e r” G overnm ent shall have 
been responded to ? 
The tim e is appar­ 
ently not far d istan t when Congress will 
have usurped the last rights of the .States, 
and when all governm ental m easures of 
any consequence « ill em anate from W ash­ 
ington. 
W hen 
th a t 
tim e 
comes thy 
“ People ” will be b u t a secondary con­ 
sideration in the game of politics. 
The 
m em ber of Congress will be a sort of 
Satrap, governing his province from a dis­ 
tance, and relieved from all responsibility, 
save 
to his im m ediate 
colleagues aud 
henchm en. . So long as popular credulity 
lasts the old fictions of party governm ent 
will no doubt be m aintained, h u t the 
share 
of the masses in the legislation 
which taxes them and regulates 
their 
business, and lim its their opportunities, 
will be less th an ever, and the openings for 
corruption and plunder will be greater 
than ever. 
A w ealthy people, an irre­ 
sponsible G overnm ent, a supple faction : 
these are the three factors in th e problem. 
Can any sue find a safe and pleasant solu­ 
tion of it ? 


DRAINAGE 
AND 
DEBRIS 
LEGISLATION. 


W e prin t to-day the full tex t of a very 
im portant measure, introduced into the 
Assembly by M r. Brown of Yuba. 
The 
aim of th is bill is to apply the conclusions 
which a scientific exam ination of the State 
hydraulic problem has led to, and to se­ 
cure the drainage of th e valleys, th e irri­ 
gation of the plains, and the elim ination of 
the m ining debris, by a comprehensive and 
well-m atured scheme, em bracing the whole 
State. 
I t will be perceived a t once th a t 
the principles embodied in the hill are 
those to which the late report of the State 
Engineer pointed so directly, and there 
can no longer be any doubt th a t these p rin ­ 
ciples are th e only ones through which the 
people of California can hope to deter 
mine the questions here involved. 
Up 
to 
the 
present 
tim e 
there 
has 
been 
no com m unity of in terest on hydraulic 
questions. 
Irrigation, and drainage, and 
relief from debris, have all been considered 
separately, 
and 
as 
though 
they 
had 
uo 
affinities 
w ith 
one 
another. 
A t length’so m uch progress has been made 
as is represented by a general recognition 
of the relations existing betw een these 
subjects, and this is really a very great 
advance, since it clears the way for prac­ 
tical and hopeful action. 
Mr. Brow n’s 
bill is in the line of th e m ost recent gains 
in comprehension of th e true line of legis­ 
lation. 
I t provides for the creation of a 
Board of State Drainage Commissioners, 
three in num ber. 
I t m akes it th e duty 
of the State Engineer to prepare and sub­ 
m it to this Board, as soon as possible, “ a 
“ report or reports containing the result of 
“ his investigations as to drainage, accom- 
11 panied with plans for a connecting system 
“ of drainage, having in view the control of 
“ debris from mining and other operations, 
“ the erection of em bankm ents or dikes 
“ necessary for the protection of lands, 
“ tow ns or cities from inundation, and the 
“ construction of such engineering works 
“ as may be deem ed advisable for the con- 
“ trol, rectification or enlargem ent of river 
“ channels. 
H e shall also m ake special 
“ exam inations w ith reference to the divi- 
“ sion of the S tate in to drainage districts, 
“ each of which shall include a territory 
“ drained by one natural system of drain­ 
a g e , 
* 
* 
* 
and shall, from tim e to 
“ tim e, prepare boundaries for such dis- 
“ tricts, aud recom mend their form ation.” 
This is the gist of w hat m ay be term ed the 
adm inistrative departm ent of th e bill. 
All 
its other provisions are for the purpose of 
carrying into effect th is comprehensive 
and im portant enterprise. 


Care is taken to secure th e best engi­ 
neering talen t available, by providing for 
th e exam ination of th e S tate Engineer’s 
plans by th e U nited S tates Engineers and 
the S tate C onsulting Engineers. 
W hen 
plans are adopted by the Board of Com­ 
missioners they are to advertise for bids. 
Cities and tow ns m ay be included in the 
scheme. 
To provide funds the Governor, 
Secretary of S tate and A ttorney-G eneral 
are constituted a Board of Trustees, w ith 
pow er to issue bouds for each drainage 
district th a t m ay be organized, the bonds 
being tw enty-year six per cents of $500 
each. 
A rrangem ents are made for levying 
taxes to m eet th e in terest and form a sink­ 
ing fund to discharge th e principal a t ma­ 


tu rity , and th e usnal financial checks and 
balances are employed. 
A s our present 
purpose 
is 
m erely 
to 
call 
atten tio n 
by 
a 
broad 
outline 
sketch 
to 
the 
m ain features of the bill, we shall not a t­ 
tem pt any m inute exam ination of it. 
As 
a m atter of course it will have to be sub­ 
jected to the most rigorous analysis be­ 
fore it is adopted, and we have no inten­ 
tion to com m it ourselves in favor of a 
measure which we have not exhaustively 
tested. 
So far we therefore refrain from 
approving anything in it beyond the general 
principle, w hich is, as already pointed out, 
in full accord w ith the be9t and latest ex­ 
perience. 
As to the details of the scheme 
there 
m ay be room for differences of 
opinion, as there alw ays is, b u t as regards 
the broad general proposition, we are con­ 
vinced th a t it is the only way in which 


w hat 
is 
sought 
to 
be 
done 
can 
be accomplished. 
W e have had enough 
futile experim ents in piecemeal drainage, 
irrigation aud w hat-not, to know by this 
tim e th a t nothing b u t confusion and fail­ 
ure can come from th a t mode of procedure. 
Science has told us th a t the questions of 
drainage, 
irrigation, 
debris, navigation, 
aud in fact all m atters into which the 
w ater-chanuels and water-sheds of 
the 
State enter as factors, are intim ately re­ 
lated, and m ust be treated together if they 
are treated at all. 
I t lias also been made 
clear th a t these questions dem and prom pt 
settlem ent, and th a t until they are settled 
right there can be no solid or perm anent 
progress m ade by the State, since their 
neglect m ust entail, a t no d istan t date, 
disasters of th e m ost grave, extensive 
and irrem ediable character. 
The qne.tion 
of taxation is no doubt one which will 
elicit much controversy, b u t we th in k the 
most w eighty consideration lies in the fact 
th at these or sim ilar im provem ents ¿and 
remedies m ust be had, no m atter w hat they 
cost, and th a t no class or interest can 
afford to prevent or delay th eir accomplish­ 
m ent. 
W e commend M r. Brow n’s bill to 
the careful consideration of our readers, 
and we invite comm ent and criticism upon 
it, as the best means of ascertaining the 
tendency of public opinion.

THE 
REAGAN 
BILL. 


I t it were not for the mischief it would 
Jo we should be tem pted to wish th a t the 
Reagan bill for th e regulation of in terstate 
commerce m ight 
p ass; 
for it seems to 
cover one of those cases in which actual 
experience can alone convince th e people. 
If some Congressman should bring in a 
bill declaring th a t henceforth it shall be 
unlaw ful for the retail dealer to charge 
more than the wholesale price, or for the 
«•holesale dealer to charge less than the 
retail 
price, 
there 
would 
no 
doubt 
be 
a general and 
in stan t 
outcry 
at 
th e absurdity of the proposition. 
Y et 
th a t 
is 
precisely 
w hat 
th e ' Reagan 
bill proposes, and though this is plain 
enough, it is not apparently recognized. 
The Reagan bill proposes to do away with 
com petition in transportation, and to m ake 
wholsale and retail rates of transportation 
the same. 
Of course there is no difference 
betw een th e wholesale aud retail principle 
as applied to transportation, and the same 
principle as applied to auy other business. 
W holesale rates are lower than retail rates 
in all cases, because the m crcliaut can 
afford to m ake them so ; because, th at is, 
he can m ake a larger profit by a sm aller 
charge, 
in 
selling 
a large 
quantity, 
than he can m ake by a higher charge in 
selling a sm all quantity. 
A pply this p rin ­ 
ciple to transportation and we have the 
explanation of the w ay and through rates 
which obtain when com petition is not a 
disturbing elem ent. 
The 
Reagan 
bill 
proposes 
to 
do 
aw ay 
w ith 
this 
fundam ental 
principle, and 
to 
pre­ 
scribe 
th a t 
th e 
same rates 
shall be 
charged for wholesale and retail transac­ 
tions. 
In other words, it proposes to sub­ 
stitu te fur th e natural and therefore whole­ 
some aud practicable rule w hich has grown 
out of experience, an arb itrary and fan­ 
tastic rule based upon uo principles whatever, 
but which is in fact u tte rly unscichtific 
and irrational. 
Should this crude experi­ 
m ent be adopted and com petition be th ro t­ 
tled, and this preposterous rule of classifi­ 
cation enforced, the shippers « ill be the 
first to discover th a t th eir interests have 
been sacrificed, and the first to demand 
the repeal of th e obnoxious measure. 
In 
any event the bill would probably have to 
be w ithdraw n from the statu te books in 
less than a year, but in the m eantim e it 
would no doubt do a great deal of harm, 
and therefore the strongest efforts should 
be made to defeat it in its incipient stages. 


THE 
QUEEN’S 
SPEECH. 


The Queen’s speech is so free from any­ 
thing approaching vigor of expression th a t 
it is rath er difficult to realize th at it treats 
of m omentous questions. 
Tkese speeches, 
however, have long been m ere skillful il­ 
lustrations of the way in which M inisters 
can avoid com m itting them selves, and no­ 
body expects to find much scope for in ter­ 
pretation in them . 
The best possible face 
is p u t upon the South African 
A fghan­ 
istan issues, and th e Irish question is 
treated w ith much circum spection. 
I t is 
stated, on th is head, th a t m easures have 
been already taken to secure the m ost 
effectual relief for th e sufferers by the 
famine, and Parliam ent is asked to ratify 
such 
unavoidable 
usurpations 
as 
the 
crisis has compelled th e Executive to ven­ 
tu re upon. 
In the debate which folIo«Ted 
the 
presentation of 
th e 
royal 
speech 
in the House, it was alleged th a t the re ­ 
ports of the distress in Ireland hail been 
very m uch exaggerated. 
T his is to be ex­ 
pected a t such a time, and it could not be 
avoided. 
The m ain consideration is the 
relief measures, and if they have been fully 
m atured the tru th cannot much longer be 
concealed, nor m isrepresentation confuse 
and m ystify the world. 
W hether the 
royal speech contained any reference to the 
proposed change of land tenure in Ireland 
our report does not show, and while previ­ 
ous dispatches spoke of an intended con­ 
cession by the Governm ent, of the aboli­ 
tion of prim ogeniture aud entail, no refer­ 
ence seems to have been m ade to this im ­ 
, portant proposition in th e speech. 


R o u g h o n t h e S h e e p .— D uring the late 
cold w eather M r.

A t the Agricultural Pavilion last evening 
Governor George C. Perkins and wife gave 
their first public reception. 
Some 3,000 invi­ 
tations had been issued, and the attendance 
was the largest ever known on a similar occa­ 
sion in the Capital City. 
I t was informal as 
to dress, but the costumery of a large num­ 
ber of guests was nevertheless exceedingly 
rich and elaborate. 
The reception took place 
in the two upper halls of the Pavilion, one be­ 
ing used as the ball-room, and the other in 
which to serve 


THE COLLATION. 
The small hall upon the east was converted 
into a snpper-room, in which was spread an 
elegant collation by W . F. Peterson, caterer. 
The bill of fare, which purposely did not rep­ 
resent a complete supper, was nevertheless 
marked for its variety and the manner in 
which the food was served, and adds credit to 
the good judgment aud skill of the caterer. 
The tables were four in number, each 80 
feet, and the collation was served from 11 a . 
M. until 2 o’clock this morning. 
The substantials aud delicacies provided 
consisted in the main of roast turkey and 
jelly, 
roast 
chicken 
a 
la 
crtcon, 
boiled ham 
ornamented, 
boiled 
smoked 
tongue, chicken salad, variety of assorted 
relishes, wine jellies, boskets, ice cream in 
variety, orange ice, fruits in full variety, can­ 
dies in variety, large assortment of small 
cakes, ham, tongue aud egg sandwiches, cof­ 
fee a p j toa. 
The tables were handsomely ornamented. 
The chief pieces being a Temple of Liberty 
three feet six inches in bight, the dome being 
upheld by six tri-colored pillars resting upon 
a hexagonal base in colors, which in turn was 
supported by imitation rock work in sugar. 
W ithin the temple stood a figure representing 
the Goddess of Liberty. 
Temple of Justice, 
consisting of a dome supported by six pillars 
upon an ornamented base resting on rock 
work, the figure 
being th at of Justice 
with her 
scales. 
Both 
these 
temples 
were surmounted with 
ornamental work 
which 
was elegantly designed and very 
artistic in 
execution. 
The 
brig 
Cali­ 
fornia 
and 
steamer 
Constitution, 
two 
large pieces done in nuget aud clear sugar. 
The ship- rested upon a foaming sea, imi­ 
tated with sponge sugar, which sea was sup­ 
ported upon a pedestal overhanging an open 
balcony, and which in turn was upheld by a 
grotto of rock work ; eight Charlotte ru.-se 
monto pieces, made of pastry, i eating upon 
ornamental sugar bases, aud tastefully orna­ 
mented 
w ith gelatinous ornam entations; 
eight macaroon pyramids, besides other orna­ 
mentations in cake, etc. The kitchen for the 
supper-room w as cut off from the north end 
of tiiis smaller hall. 
A partition cut off some 
thirty feet of the south eud of the same hall, 
which was covered with white cloth aud fes­ 
tooned with flags. 
This left a room 30x50 
feet, which was utilized as a punoh-room, 
where a variety of punches were freely served. 
The service in the supper-room aud at all 
the tables was by colored waiters, 
who 
understood their duties. 
The various de­ 
partm ents of the supper-room were under the 
supervisen of attaches of Mr. Peterson, aud 
the whole under his immediate direction. 


THE DECORATIONS.

The purposes of decoration of the interior 
of public buildings is always to in prove upon 
the effect made upon the minds of spectators. 
Such elegant apartm ents as the Senate and 
Assembly Chambers at the State Capitol 
cannot be improved upon by decoration, their 
architecture being marred by any attem pt to 
drape upon the walls or to improve the gen­ 
eral effect of the finish of the rooms. Several 
such efforts have been made, and in all in­ 
stances have proven failures and offensive to 
eyes that love to dwell upon the beautiful. 
The only exception within the history of this 
city was the ornamentation of the central 
portion of the Senate Chamber by bestowal 
of the floral wealth of Sacramento about the 
desks and stands upon the occasion of the re­ 
ception of Mrs. General G rant. 
This was 
not strictly within the line of decoration. By 
comparing the barnlike structure known as 
the Pavilion witfi the elegant Chambers above 
mentioned, the effectiveness of decoration 
' properly worked out is fully appreciated. 
The Pavilion, unlike the State building, 
lias 
no 
architectural 
attractions. 
B ar­ 
ren of 
teauty, 
devoid of 
grace, 
cold, 
cheerless, and an offense to every elevated 
judgment, such a building, to be a t all tit 
for the use to which it was p ut last evening, 
needed to be elaborately decorated, its de­ 
fects so far as possible obliterated, its chilly 
interior warmed, its harsh severity toned 
down, and its immense emptiness relieved, if 
such expression can he pardoned. 
A com­ 
plete accomplishment of these things is 
simply impossible. Although it has often been 
attempted, no one has succeeded so well in the 
efforts made as George Boyne, who was the 
decorator for the reception last evening. 
A 
description of these decorations forms an in­ 
teresting part of the account of this first re­ 
ception of the Governor. 
Beginning with the supper-room, it is ob­ 
served th at less effort was made here than 
elsewhere and the main floor. 
The windows 
were hung, and the panels between them, 
w ith eleven'signal flags, just enough to break 
th f otherwise dreary monotony of the blank 
eastern wall. 
The archways were hung with 
large national flags—seven in num ber—thus 
making the western wall of th at room almost 
an unbroken line of flags, which being caught 
up and draped to the supporting columns on 
each side, produced quite a pleasing effect, 
and did much to relieve their otherwise heavy 
aud cold appearance. 
A t the north end of 
the supper-room, and jiiet over the entrance 
to the kitchen, was displayed a large gilt 
star, flanked by four handsome streamers and 
four parti colored signals. 


THE MAIN HALL. 
The main hall presented greater evidence 
of the decorators’ handiwork and the exercise 
cf his taste. 
Such material as his store of 
decorations afforded, and such as could possi­ 
bly be procured from other sources, were be­ 
stowed upon this hall, the largest upon the 
Pacific coast, excepting only the Mechanics’ 
Pavilion at San Francisco. 
The effect, while 
not what could be desired, was nevertheless 
quite pleasing, and lent to the barren hall 
something of the nature of cheerfulness. 
Upon the four walls of the hall were placed 
forty-eight large banners with the coat-of- 
arms of as m any States and Territories. 
These hung mostly in the panels aud above 
the windows, and being large and parti-col­ 
ored, served to cover much of the roughness 
of the walls. On each banner was emblazoned 
the name of the State or Territory signified. 
Upon the ceiling, the entire length and width 
of the hall, were lines of banners, a diamond 
figure within the immense square, the center 
of which was the central chandelier. 
The 
diamond and the square were formed and 
outlined 
by gay-colored pendent banners, 
bearing the coats-of-arms of 
one 
hun­ 
dred nations, States and places, such as 
Holland. Guatemala. 
Otaheite, Uruguay, 
Costa Rica, Lippe-Schauenburg, Ecuador, 
Japau, Portugal, Spain, Bayern, Schwar- 
burg, Prussia, Baden, Hamburg, Anholt, 
Siam, Saxony.

Interm ingling with these were U nited 
States flags, large and “ mall, a hundred 
ornamental banners here and there up n 
ceiling and the walls, parti-colored streamers, 
bannerets, shields, scrolls and other orna­ 
mentations of like character. 
The windows 
upon 
the 
west were 
draped with long 
L uited States flags ; beneath them four linee 
of terraced seats extending the entire length 
of the western wall and covered with white 
cloth, making a pleasing contrast with the 
banners above, produced by the red and 
white st.ipes depending to and meeting the 
clear white of the terraces below. 
A t the 
corners of the square and the diamond ujwin 
the ceiling, as described, and intermediate 
between these points, were long bauuers and 
bannerets, 
with Ecrull-work at the head, 
and fanciful and tasteful derigus bearing 
these inscription*: 
“ Amicus Usque ad A ras,” 


“ Sola Nohilitas V irtue.” 
“ Labor Omnia V incit.” 
“ Liberty and Union Forever.” 
“ Am icitia Am or et V eritas.” 
Others of like character bore the names of 
many counties of the State of California. 
From tiie center of the ceiliug depended 
four rich orange-colored streamers with orna­ 
mented scroll heads, the points being caught 
up u¡h>u the walls on either end sufficiently 
to make a graceful droop of the hunting. 
As 
a cornice to the wfest wall was hung a line of 
complete set of signals, nineteen in number. 
1 he five great chandeliers, which, by a stretch 
of conscience, may be so termed, had their 
rudeness hidden by floral and evergreen 
arches, benea th which, as might he seen also 
elsew here in the hall, hung forty cages with 
singing canaries, whose notes mingled refresh* 
ingly with 
the 
rustle 
of 
drapery, the 
beat 
of footfalls, 
the 
trip of 
dancers 
and the 
crash 
of 
music. 
The 
stage 
was built around the marble fountain, 
the only artistic and pleasing attachm ent of 
the Pavilion. 
I t w*as covered entirely with 
white and neatly railed in. 
Lipon its front 
were national shields, while from one to the 
other httng heavy festoons of evergreens. 
From the corners of the stage were wide- 
spreading and refreshingly green palms and 
ftrns. 
Im mediately back of the stage, and 
extending to the north wall, was a canopied in 
closure, covered with white and blue, and 
hung with evergreen festoons, which was 
used as a lemonade stand, and from which 
that satisfying, but non-exhilarating beverage 
was liberally 
and 
constantly 
dispensed. 
A prominent feature of the decoration was a 
mammoth painting in water colors of the 
State Capitol, which was hung midway upon 
the west wall. About the hall «'ere dispersed 
great numbers of chairs for the accommoda­ 
tion of guests. 
The parlor and offices opening into it were 
set apart as ladies’ dressing and retiring 
rooms. 
The entire front 
entrance 
was 
screened by a wall of white cloth tastefully 
draped, with openings through which to pass 
into the ladies’ rooms. 
The front entrance 
was not opened, the entrance and exit to tile 
hall being from the lower floor, and the ap­ 
proaches to the hall by way of interior flights 
of stairs on either side. 
The general effect of 
these arrangements of the ball and the efforts 
to render it tit for the occasion was approxi­ 
mately a success—as near an attainm ent of 
it as was possible under the circumstances. I t 
was crreatly enhanced also by the vast floor 
area being entirely covered w itn white cloth, 
which contiasted with, set off and added to 
the effect of the decorations above, at the 
same time materially increasing the light. It 
also enabled dancers to enjoy in a great degree 
the delights of terpsichore which otherwise 
would have been forbidden them by the un­ 
yielding character and exceeding roughness of 
the floor. 
THE RECEPTION 
Began at 8 o’clock. 
Guests, on arriving, en­ 
tered at the Sixth-street door of the lower 
hall. 
On the left a well-arranged hat-rooin 
was found, and attentive servants to care for 
wraps, overcoats and hats of the escorts, 
while the lidies passed on up stairs to their 
dressing-room. 
Entering the main hall, the 
Í guests filed to the left and advanced to the 
front of the music-stand, where the hosts of 
I the evening, supported by friends, received 
j and cordially greeted ail. 
Governor Perkins 
was assisted by Judge S. G. Densou, Albert 
Gallatin and Alex. Gadium of San Francisco, 
and Mrs. 1’erkius by Mrs. S. C. Denson, Mrs. 
Albert Gallatin and Airs. Hutchinson of San 
1* rancisco. 
Mrs. Perkins wore an elegant 
cafe au lait silk, with claret-colored velvet, 
and richly trimmed with tiuu ers. 
Mrs. Gal­ 
latin wore a superb cream-colored brocade 
satin, with postilion sleveless Bordeaux vel­ 
vet jacket, with a shirred front of cream-col­ 
ored satin ; trimmings, heavy silk fringe and 
flowers. 
Mrs. Denson wore an elegant cos­ 
tume of black silk and velvet. 
Mrs. H utch­ 
ison wore a rich and tasteful costume of blue 
siik and brocade. The reception of guests in this 
manner continued until 10 p. M., when the 
orchestra of ten pieces, under 
the 
di­ 
rection of Church, Jones & Beebe, began the 
openiug march, and the vast company began 
to form in line to begin the d .nees of the 
evening, for at the hour indicated the great 
hall was thronged by the citizens who re­ 
sponded to the invitation of Governor and 
Mrs. Perkins. 
THE PROGRAMMES 
Of the evening fur dancing were in keeping 
with the simplicity of the surroundings and 
all the features of the reception. 
They were 
printed on tinted card Bristol board of fonr 
page», with plain border. 
The title page 
bore the monogram of the hosts of the even­ 
ing, and read :

Dancing, once begun, soon became general, 
and with tiie pure white of the floor setting 
off by contrast the costumery of the dancers 
and reflecting back a wealth of softened light 
to the blazing chandeliers above, aud bring­ 
ing the 
decorations, in all their 
varied 
hues, into hold relief, the floor, the walls, the 
whole hall changed from quiet to animation, 
from sober severity to life and vivacity. 


THE SCENE. 
Later, when the guests had fully arrived, 
the scene was one which, to the quiet ob­ 
server. presented a kaleidoscopic picture of 
great brilliancy. 
The spacious hall, trans­ 
formed by the mingling masses of people into 
a reception chamber of no ordinary character 
and taking on much of beauty and impres ■ 
iveness, was filled by th at generous flutter and 
hum which marks the cordial mingling of a 
great body of ladies and gentlemen in social 
equality, 
who 
find 
their 
surroundings 
free from the restraints and formalities which 
rule upon less public and more formal occa­ 
sion». 
The throng of moving people in ever- 
chat ging figures upon the floor, was an inter­ 
esting study as viewed from the gallery. 
There were dignified women and fair young 
girlsen^iged in promenade aud social converse 
with 
stately 
chaperons 
and 
vivacious 
attendants ; groups that chatted merrily on 
some lively them e; knots of gentlemen 
« lio debated on more weighty topics ; couples 
th at found enough in each other’s society to 
fully absorb their personal attention ; Legis­ 
lators aud citizens who availed of the oppor­ 
tunity 
to 
exchange 
views 
upon 
sub­ 
jects 
of 
current 
political 
in terest; 
misses 
and 
matrons 
in 
faultless 
toi­ 
lettes, indicating that esthetic taste in dress 
which marks this period as one in which 
the art is cultivated in a high degree ; ladies, 
middle-aged and young, the simplicity and 
tastefulness of whose attire signified their 
recognition and approval of the informal 
character of the reception as regards dress.

The crash of mime, the pnlse-beat of the 
dai.ee, the undehnable melody which per­ 
vades the air when the garments of the 
dancers sweep the 
floor 
and 
hundreds 
of flying feet keep time to the meas- 
tires of orchestral stra in s; the clatter of 
glasses, the hum of voices; the ripple of 
youthful laughter, the deeper tones of ma- 
turer voices, all combined to mold the occa­ 
sion into pleasing form and give to all pres­ 
ent a feeling of e se and freedom, which bred 
stili greater sociability, still mure cordial in­ 
termingling, and established the gathering in 
fact, what the hosts of the evening intended 
it to he—a “ Pul.lie Reception”—one which 
justice commands also shall be recorded

PERSONAL. 
The best estim ates placed the number 
passed into the hall from 7 r. M. to midnight 
at 2,li00, which is probably very near the true 
figure. 
The company embraced great num ­ 
bers of Sacrami nro’s prom inent citizens—her 
merchants, (professional men, clergy, mechan­ 
ics, artisans and laborer-—people representa­ 
tive of the substantial homes of the city.

BOARD OF SUPERVISORS. 


C ounty Recorder W. E. Gerber yesterday 
subm itted to the .Board of Supervisors the 
following communication, regarding a Hall 
of R ecords; 
“ To the Honorable Board of Supervisors 
of Sacramento county—Gentlemen : 
I deem 
it my duty to again call your attention to the 
unsafe condition of our county records. I t is 
certainly unnecessary for me to describe the 
room in which they are now kept, for you 
m ust know th at it is no proper place in which 
to keep such valuable property. 
The doors 
are ordinary wooden ones, with large glass 
transom s; on the west side are three large 
windows opening to the outside of the build­ 
ing, and they are unsecured by fastenings of 
any kind ; the floor, ceiling and partitions are 
of wood, and, separated from this office by a 
thin wooden partition, on the north side is a 
small room now used for the storage of pro­ 
bate ¡tapers, 
A fire is liable to catch in this 
room at any hour from a carelessly thrown 
cigar or match, and the records are con­ 
stantly menaced with damage or total de­ 
struction from that q u arte r; the rooms and 
hallways in the story above the office are 
covered with matti-igof the most inflammable 
character. 
“ In the report of the la-t Grand Ju ry 
you will find these words : 
‘ The security of 
these records is of paramount importance, 
and it is almost criminal to neglect providing 
for their safety.’ 
“ The Citizens’ Committee appointed to 
look into the m atter urgently advised the 
construction of a H all of Records, 
You 
weye 
presented 
with a 
petition 
sigued 
by 
our most 
prom inent 
business 
men 
and 
taxpayers, 
representing 
prooerty 
to the am ount of three millions of dol­ 
lars, asking you to provide a secure place for the 
records, and still no action has been taken in 
the m atter. 
If legislation is required there is 
certainly no time to lose. 
“ If you deem it necessary to call a special 
election (which would be expensive and, I 
think, one-sided), would it not be well to do 
so immediately ? 
“ I can see nothing in the law to prevent 
the Board from building a Hall of Records 
immediately, and paying for the same out of 
the general fund. 
I have been advised by 
competent judges th at $15,000 would be suf­ 
ficient to erect a suitable building, and with 
this amount taken out >>f our general fund, 
it would, 1 think, with reasonable economy, 
still hold out uutil October, and would only 
inconvenience 
parties 
holding 
warrants 
against it for the ‘ast few months in the 
year. 
Alameda county has taken this course 
and has about completed its Hall of Records. 
They did not wait for legislation, and yet 
their general fund was in much worse con­ 
dition than ours, as it has already been ex­ 
hausted in paving for the work. 
t “ Trusting th at your houorable body will 
give an early consideration to this im portant 
subject, I beg to remain yours very respect­ 
fu l^ .” 
A fter some heated discussion conceruing 
the m atter, it was laid over to the next meet­ 
ing of the Board. 
The Board then adjourned f.»r the term,

WARM 
OR TROPICAL BELTS ON THE 
FOOTHILLS. 


It is well known that there are certain 
belts along the foothills, both of the Coast 
Range and Sierra mountains, where frost 
does not come so early in the fali and does 
not continue so late in the spring as in tht 
valley below or on the hills higher up. These 
belts are very distinct, and well defined in 
many portions of the State, and ¡have come 
l« be recognized as warm or".semi-tropical 
belts. , In Yolo, Solano and Colusa counties 
this warm belt is utilized iu the production of 
early vegeta1.Its and early fruits of various 
kinds, and so we believe it is in several other 
counties, as in Nevada, I’lacer, Santa Clara 
and probably several others. In Solano, 
near the line between Yolo and Solano, there 
is a section of country that has for jears been 
under, cultivation in various kinds of vege­ 
tables and fruits, and they send their pro­ 
ducts into the San Francisco markets 
from two to three weeks earlier than 
from any other portion of 
the State, 
and receive at 
least double the price 
that can be obtained from any other section, 
simply because they are earlier. Now, where- 
ever this warm belt can be found as well de­ 
fined as it is in Yolo and Solano the land em­ 
braced within it is very valuable. It may not 
be for raising early vegetables or even early 
fruit for San Francisco or any other market 
now, for want of communication. Thecombi- 
aation of early production and easy communi­ 
cation with good markets is necessary to render 
it valuable for early vegetables, but laying 
the latter of these considerations aside, the 
land is even now very valuable for orchards 
of citrous fruits—oranges, lemons and limes. 
Those that can secure these lands and plant 
out orchards of these fruits and cultivate 
them well fur a few years, will secure 
fortunes. 
Orchards on such lands will 
not only ripen their fruit earlier in the season 
than valley lands or lands above them on 
the hills, but they will be out of danger of 
frost when orchards cn other lands may be 
ruined. To be able to determine where 
such warm belts may be found and secured 
without the assistance of previous observation 
of the facts connected with each locality in­ 
volves a knowledge of the principle or cause 
which creates them, and to assist our readers, 
it becomes necessary to undertake to explain. 
It is well known to every one who has 
thought of the subject at all that the air on 
a hill is colder, during the day time at least, 
than in the valley at the foot of the hill. 
That the most intense heat during the warm 
spells in this State is found in those small 
valleys inclosed by mountains. The sun 
shines down into these small valleys and 
upon the sides of the hills and mountains 
surrounding them, and by reflection there is 
concentrated in the valley a greater heat 
than will be found on any of the sides of the 
hills surrounding. But when the sun sets 
there commences a change, and before morn­ 
ing the lowest spot in tiie valley will be the 
coldest spot in it, and the air on the 
surrounding hills will be found warmer 
than that in the valley. Frost always touches 
She lowest places first. 
Those who have 
traveled up and down our low' mountain sides 
in the evening or night have noticed sudden 
changes of temperature in going short dis­ 
tances. 
The same causes which produce 
these sudden changes produce the permanent 
warm-belt sections referred to. In seeking 
an explanation of the warm belts it must be 
remembered that it is only in the nights, 
and not in the days, that these belts are 
warmer than sections above and below them. 
That, in fact, during the daytime they are 
as a rule cooler than sections below them and 
warmer than sections above. \\ hen the in­ 
fluence of the sun is removed at sunset, the 
warm air of the valley rises and the cooler air 
of the hillsides runs down into the valley to 
take its place. Where the side of the hill or 
mountain is simply a continuous inclined 
plain the cold air from the very top would 
run down into the valley and there would 
simply be a change of places and an equilib­ 
rium of temperature would naturally follow 
and we should have no warm belt, and 
persons passing up or down the elevation 
would find no sudden changes or warm 
streaks. But where there are tiers or rows of 
hills or mountains, one'rising above the other, 
with depressions or canyons running hori­ 
zontally between them, these depressions be­ 
come reservoirs for the cold air to lodge in, or 
in other words, damB to check the descent and 
hold the cold air. Where such formations 
are found the warm belts may be looked for 
on the sides of the hills facing the valley, 
for from the valley-facing side of the hills 
the cool air falls to take the place of the 
warm valley air rising, and the warm air 
Bimply lays in layers above it and on these 
declivities. But go over the summit of the 
first row of hills and you come into the reser­ 
voir of cold air ; and so in traveling up such 
a mountain you will pass through warm and 
cold streaks of air and through warm and 
cold belts, and thus the tropical belts of our 
foothills are formed, and thus they may be 
found and utilized for early gardens and for 
semi-tropical orchards. 


CITROUS 
FRUIT 
FAIR. 


One year ago this month was held the first 
citrous fruit exhibition ever given on this 
coast. The fair was at Riverside, San Ber­ 
nardino county. The results of that fair 
were so satisfactory to those promoting and 
conducting it, that a second one, to take 
place under the same auspices, and at the 
same place, has been decided upon. This 
second exhibition is to come off on the 24th 
and 25th of the present month, and we have 
»o doubt will be attended with even more 
valuable results than -.vas the first. A good 
premium list has been offered for the beat dis­ 
play of citrons fruits, best oranges and 
lemons in various classes, and for best raisins. 
Aside from exhibiting and discussing the 
merits 
of 
fruits 
on 
exhibition 
and 
awarding premiums, it is the intention 
to 
hold 
general 
discussions 
and 
an 
interchange 
of 
opinions, 
experiences, 
practices 
and 
results 
each 
evening 
during the fair, which is to continue two 
days. This is one of the best modes for pro­ 
ducers to gain and disseminate knowledge 
upon any subject connected with their occu­ 
pations. The exhibition of products is of it­ 
self a practical and valuable school, but when 
supplemented with honest statements of 
modes of production and practices in cultiva­ 
tion and management, the good growing out 
of these exhibitions is very much enhanced. 
The ideas thns advanced, and examined and 
criticised by practical men, are taken up by 
the press and spread broadcast over the 
State, and bear good crops in improved re­ 
sults wherever people are engaged in similar 
cultures. The people in Southern California

parts of the State people have had but little 
experience, but are more or less interested in 
all that has been learned by their southern 
brothers and sisters, because the culture of 
citrons fruits is extending over large sections 
of the State. For this reason we shall watch 
the proceedings of this meeting with a good 
deal of interest, and shall take pains to give 
our readers the benefit of what is to be 
learned from its doings and sayings. But we 
would also call the attention of those of our 
readers who have already engaged in the 
growing of oranges, lemons and limes in 
other sections of the State, that the exhibi­ 
tion is not confined to fruit grown in the 
southern counties, but provision is made for 
putting on exhibition samples from any and 
all localities, and arrangements have been 
made to pay freight and express charges on 
all fruit forwarded for exhibition, and the 
committee having charge of- the fair cordially 
invite not only specimens of fruit from all 
localities, but they invite all interested to be 
present with them and help to make the oc­ 
casion enjoyable and instructive. 


T H E 
W EATHER. 


The continued cold dry weather is creating 


som e uneasinees among farmers on th e ele­ 
vated w h e a t plains lest w e are going to have 
a dry winter and a short crop. It was nut 
till late in February last season that our 
rainy season fairly set in, and we had more 
rain than we wanted after that date. So the 
year before the highest water came on the 
20th of February, and we had a heavy fall 
of rain after that date. But it is said, and 
very truly, that the last or any other winter 
is no criterion by which to judge of this win­ 
ter by. We may yet have a superabundance 
of moisture, but a fair rainfall from this on 
till April would insure good crops, aud the 
largest wheat product the State has ever 
made. Let us not feel blue too soon. 


OUR 
ORANGE TREES. 


Notwithstanding ’the long-continued cold 
weather, and notwithstanding we have had 
colder nights this winter than last, the orange 
and lemon trees about the city, and generally 
in this part of the Sacramento valley, have 
not been injured apparently so much as they 
were last winter. The probable reason is 
that they had mStured their wood more fully 
this winter before the cold spell came on 
than they had done last winter. From this 
fact we should learn not to irrigate such 
trees too late in the fall. Let them have a 
good rest and ripen the wood fully, and take 
no risks. 


AGRICULTURAL SELECTIONS 


M in n e s o ta W o o l- G r o w e r s — On the 21st 
of January the Wool-growers’ Association of 
Minnesota held their annual meeting at Min­ 
neapolis. The chief topic discussed was the 
destruction of sheep in the State by wolves 
and dogs, and steps were taken to obtain re­ 
ports of the number thus annually destroyed, 
the object being to demand a law at the 
hands of the Legislature when it next con­ 
venes which will provide a remedy, in some 
measure at least, for this great evil. Some 
discussion was had on the best methods of im­ 
proving stock. Officers were elected for the 
ensuing year, as follows: President, William 
Lawler, of Wabasha; Vice President, H. 
Vannest. of Hennepin; Second Vice Presi­ 
dent. J. L. Bass, of Scott; Third Vice Pres­ 
ident, J. D. Scofield, of Hennepin; Secre­ 
tary, E. .T. Woodard, of Hennepin ; Treas­ 
urer, H. Durham, of Dakota ; Directors—0. 
A. Degraff, C. E. C'utts, J. W. Bass, W. W.

W is c o n s in S h e e p b r e e d e r s in C o u n c il.— 
The annual Convention of merino sheep- 
breeders aud wool-growers was held at White­ 
water, January 20th and 21st. Much interest 
was manifested in this important interest of 
Wisconsin husbandry, from first to last. The 
officers for this year are: President, James 
Webster, of Danville; Vice-President, W. 
Hardy, of Genesee ; Recording Secretary, H. 
J. Wilkinson, of Whitewater; Correspond­ 
ing Secretary, C. R. Gibbs, of Whitewater; 
Treasurer, j". N. Crawford, of Mukwanago. 
A Board of Directors were elected. J. H. 
Paul of Genesee, O. Cook and C. M. Clark, 
of Whitewater, were appointed a Committee 
on Pedigrees ; C . R. Gibbs, of Whitewater, 
I. J. Clapp and W. Parker, of Beaver Dam, 
a Committee of Conference with committees 
of Michigan, Indiana and Illinois, to agree 
upon a uniform and standard system of regis­ 
tration in the West. 
A m e ric a n C ly d e s d a le A s s o c ia tio n .— K . 
Rowett, J. N. Reece and Charles F. Mills 
the Commissioners appointed at a recent 
meeting in Chicago, which was composed of 
capitalists, importers and breeders largely in­ 
terested in Clydesdale horses, convened a 
meeting of the subscribers to the capital 
stock of the American Clydesdale Associa­ 
tion at Springfield, 111., a few days ago, and 
perfected the organization of the Association 
under the laws of the State. The object of 
the Association is to improve the quality, 
guard the purity and advance the interests of 
Clydesdale breeders in America. The stock­ 
holders elected the following officers for the 
ensuing year : President, Robert Holloway, 
Monmouth, 111.; Vice-President, W. Powell, 
Springhoro, Pa.; Secretary, Charles F. Mills, 
Springfield, 111.; Treasurer, A. Z. Blodgett, 
Waukegan, 111. The following rules and reg­ 
ulations were adopted governing entries in 
volume I. of the Clydesdale Stud Book, 
which the Secretary was instructed to put to 
press as soon as the matter in hand would 
justify: 
1. Members of the Association will be charged t i 
a- d non-members ?4 for each animal recorded, 
and tbe entry fee should accompany the application; 
i case the animal is nut eligible, the fee will be re­ 
turned. 
2. The num ber of the animal, date of birth, name 
of breeder, name and num ber of sire, name and 
num ber of darn, name of importer, and name of 
owner will be printed in the body of tho record. 
All proper expDnatory statcm en'a and all necessary 
extension of pedigrees will be given in the ap­ 
pendix. 
3. Unsound or unworthy 
individual 
animals 
should not be presented for registry. Such will not 
be admitted under any eircuti.stances, where facts 
proving their inferiority are made know-u to the 
Executive Committee. 
4. The use of duplicate names should be avoided. 
Each animal should be marked by an X preceding 
the name. 
5. The breeder of an animal is the party owning 
the dam (or her use) a t the time of service, and 
dictating the cross. 
6. In view of the fact that the value of a i>edigree 
depends laigelyon the charactcrand standing of the 
party or parties who bred and reared the animals 
represented therein, it is a m atter of no small im­ 
portance th at the name of the breeder of every ani­ 
mal mentioned in each pedigree be given. 
1 his, if 
known, shuuld never be omitted. 
Frequently the 
bree er’s name is absolutely necessary for the proper 
identification of ail animal. 
7. Only Clydesdales bred in Great Britain are con­ 
sidered imp rted. 
3. Pedigrees, as soon as approved, have numbers 
assigned them and certificates of registry issued 
thereon in advance of publication to subscribers for 
the Stud Book. 
9. Remittances may be made by draft, postoffice 
order or registered letter. 
Do not rem it by private 
check on your local bank. 
The following resolutions were adopted by 
the Association : 
Rzsofred, That Clydesdale stallions and mares 
hitherto imported from Great Britain, or such as 
have already been purchased for importation and re­ 
cognized as Clydesdale horses, as well as the de­ 
scendants of such imported mares sired by such im ­ 
ported stallions, shall be admissihle to record ; pro­ 
vided. that in case of any question being raised as 
to the eligibility of an animal the question of admis­ 
sion shall be determ in-d by the Executive Commit 
te e ; and in owe the committee shall decide that 
such animal, through false representation, has been 
improperly lecognized as a Clydesdale, such animal 
shall nut be eligible to record. 
Resolved. That all Clydesdale stallions and m ires 
hereafter im puted, which are recorded in the 
Clydesdale Stud Book of Great Britain, or which 
may be admissible to such record, shall be eligible 
to the American Clydesdale Stud Book. 
Resolved, That all Clydesdale horses foaled prior 
to January. 1S76 having three top crosses by re­ 
corded sires, be adm itted; and th at all stallions 
fueled since January, 1S7S, having five top crosses by 
recorded sires, and mares foaled since January, 
1S7S, having four top crosses by recorded sires, be 
admitted.

In the Senate of California on Tuesday, 
February 3, 1880, During: th e Discus­ 
sion of the Contested Election 
Case of Pinder vs. Traylor.

Mr. Enob—I desire to occupy the attention of the 
Senators but a few momenta in the discussion of the 
question which ia now presented for their considera­ 
tion. 
I have ma: y misgivings in rising to apeak 
upon this question. 
Were I to give credence to 
rum or it would be wasting our tim e to discuss this 
question. 
Rumor says th at King Caucus has al­ 
ready proclaimed the decision of this Senate. I, for 
one, do not believe it. 
I do not believe that the 
Senate of this State ia prepared, as a dignified body, 
to establish a precedent th at shall go upon the 
records of this Senate, that shall say to the civilized 
world th at Mr. Pinder shall be denied the right to 
show ibe faets and the tru th connected with this 
contest 
1 do not believe th at the legal gentlemen 
who form a large portion of this senate will be so 
recreant to the law as to forget their duty, as sworn 
men to unfold to this Senate the whole facts 
aud details of this im portant contest W hat does 
Mr. Pinder ask? And what does a m ajority of this 
Election Committee refuse? He simply a.ks that 
these silent witnesses, th ese tonguelea- witnesses, 
should come here, he opened and eoumed ; that this 
case may he determined according to the faets of 
the case. 
1 have great respect for the sitting mem­ 
ber, Mr. Traylor, and were this .question pu t to him 
plainly and fairly; “ Do you wish to occupy a seat on 
the fl.»or of this Senate w ithout you have been h«»n- 
estlv electedV be would vise in his place as an hou- 
c tt Sen itor a id say “ No. ’ 
n o s contestant, Mr. Pinder, before the expiration 
of the time allowed by la.v, filed his notice and 
statem ent with the Registrar of Voters of the city 
and county of 8an Francisco, and with the County 
Clerk also. There being a dispute as to uhich otti- 
cer the notice should be filed with, to m ake it 
doubly sure the n *tioe was filed with both of those 
officers of the city and county of San Francisco. 
That notice has been read, and that statem ent hss 
been read here to this Senate.

plain an<J intelligible m anner the grounds of his 
contest. 
It sets forth the num ber of votes which 
Pinder claims to have received and which he claims 
Tiayloi to have received.

Traylor was counted out illegally and Mr. Pinder was 
counted in illegally—I mean that Mr. Traylor was 
counted in illegally and Mr. Pinder counted out ille­ 
gally.

The question is whether this case shall go • ff simply 
upon the rejio rt«f a m ajority of the Committee on 
Elections of this Senate, w ithout hearing any of the 
evidence whatever in the ease. That is the question. 
The question Í3 w hether a m ajority of this Senate 
are prepared to put themselves upon the record and 
say th at th y will stifle tru th , that they will close 
this ease in darkness rather than let the whole light 
come upon it. 
That is all 
there is of 
this 
question. 
Now the 
first 
thing 
I want to 
call 
to 
the 
attention 
of 
the 
Senate 
is 
this, and there is no Senator, 1 think, will disagree 
with m e : we have got jurisdiction, full and ample, 
in this c se. 
A majority of this Senate can order 
this evidence to be introduced. 
I think the Chair­ 
man of the Election Committee will concede that. 
There is not a lawyer on the floor of this Senate that 
will deny th at we have got full and ample power to 
bring the ballots here. T hat is conceded. 
We have 
got the constitutional power to go to the bottom of 
this contest and to see who is honestly elected. 'Hie 
Constitution gives us that ]n)wer. 
“ Each house,” 
the Constitution says, “ shall be the judge of the 
qualification, election and return of its members.” 
That being conceded, the m ajority of the Election 
Committee claim that Mr. Pinder’s statem ent is de­ 
fective, and therefore he shuuld have no hearing be­ 
fore this Senate. They claim that, because the 
statem ent failed to specify each precinct in the Sen­ 
atorial District No. 0— there are twenty-four pre­ 
cincts in that Senatorial Dist ict—they claim that 
because Finder did not specify, commencing at No. 
1 and ending with No. 24, the irregularities and the 
miscount iu each of these precincts, that therefore 
he should be turned away in this content, from this 
Senate. 
His allegations are th at in each pre­ 
cinct in 
the 
said 
district 
there 
w¿re mis­ 
counts, and th at those miscounts amounted to over 
300 votes, which would elect him to a seat on this 
floor. Now, upon th at point I derire to cite my 
friend, the Chairman of this Election Committee, to 
12th California, in the case of Whipley vs. Me Kune, 
on page 358: 
“ The complaint then states, that of 
the votes so returned as given for McKune, 28 were 
given and intended for Potts, and should have been 
s > counted. 
This is a good statem ent, as showing 
an error of 28 vote3 against McKune.” 
But why 
ask this Senate to trifle with technical pleadings, 
when we have got the sole power to determine this 
question upon its m erits? Why ask for judicial 
precedents, when the Constitution alone is the guid­ 
ing power by which we are to be controlled in solv­ 
ing this contest and the rights of the respective 
pwrties, the respondent and the contestant, before 
this Senate? Why shel’er yourselves beneath the 
darkness of a technicality, when the cherished 
rights and the judgm ent of an outraged sovereignty 
jilead4 for the truth of this ease? I dismiss this re­ 
port of the m ajority of the committee with utter 
contempt as a plea that should not claim the con­ 
sideration of this Senate for a moment. , Give 
us the facts 
Let truth and light flash upon this 
body and see who has got the ballots. 
But more ; 
can we reach out and bring these silent witnesses 
here? I answer, yes. 
No lawyer on the floor of 
this Senate, as a member, will deny th at in our Po­ 
litical Code there are provisions which say that all 
ballots shall be preserved intact for twelve long 
m onths after the election. They shall be kept as 
sacred as the seals upon your bonds by which your 
title deeds to your property are secured. 
These bal 
lots remain in the vaults of the Registrar. 
They 
can be brought here ; th« y can be counted by the 
Election Committee ; they can settle this question 
to the satisfaction of every man on the floor of this 
Senate, aud in the State of California, and iu the 
United States and the civilized world ; and they 
alone are to be the final arbiters of this question. 
They are preserved by law for just such occasions as 
this. The intent and motive power that actuated 
the Legislature in the passage of such a law was to 
meet such ca es as this on the fl(»or of this Senate. 
They are there. 
Let them be counted, and if Tray­ 
lor is entitled to his Senatorial seat we are content. 
If Pinder is entitled to it, the good judgm ent, the 
silent, but the powerful conscience of every man 
demands that he should come here. 
I make this 
plea not for party. It ma}- se m strange, it may startle 
some of the Senators on this floor when I say tothein 
as a Senator th at while I know the political predi­ 
lections of the distinguished Senator that is now on 
this fl«>or, seated by th at certificate, I do not know 
what Pinder’s political sentim ents are. 
I know he 
was elected, or claims to be elected, by the Work­ 
ingmen, but w hether he was a Democtat or Repub­ 
lican 1 know not prior to the organization of the 
party. 
I am speaking in behalf of the law, in be­ 
half of fair play, in behalf of justice and of right. 
I am not here to say w hether Pinder, if these votes 
are counted, will receive a m ajority or not. 
I am 
simply pleading that a man shall have his day in 
Court, and that no man shall be condemned until 
the facts in his case are heard. 
At this point the Senate took the usual recess un­ 
der the rule. 
At 1:30 p. m. the Senate reassembled and Mr. Enos 
resumed his remarks as follows : 
Mr. President, when the Senate adjourned I had 
partially completed my rem arks in relation to this 
ease, and I would now* call the attention of the Sen­ 
ate to cases which have been decided, which form 
precedents by which we are to be governed. 
I will 
cite to the Senate the case in the Assembly which 
was contested against John Hamel when Mr. Estce 
was Speaker of 
the lower 
house. 
In 
that 
c^se 
the 
allegations 
of 
the 
contestant 
and 
the statem ent 
alleged 
th at 
Mr. 
Hamel 
had 
received more votes by the miscount—precisely the 
same allegation contained in Pinder vs. Traylor. 
In this case the lower house, being composed largely 
of Republicans and Dolly Vardens, as they were 
called, had the ballots counted 
It made no’differ 
ence as to the result, for Mr. Hamel retained his 
seat, for the ballots showed that he had received a 
majority in the Thirteenth District. 
1 cite that 
case to show you that when Mr. Estee and the 
friends of hi? party were in the ascendency in the 
lower house, and when this seat was contested by u 
Democrat, the Republican party said, “ we want 
light,” and light ¿hey had, and the ballots were 
counted. 
And I tell you, Mr. President, th at when 
the Republican p*rty took that course they did 
justice to the parties and established a precedent 
which I trust this Senate will follow. 
I am not per­ 
m itted, as a m atter of personal courtesy, to name a 
distinguished Republican who made the same re­ 
mark in relation to this ease; hut I will say this, 
th at the Speaker of that house said to me th at if 
the Republicans on this fl or refused to allow Pinder 
a count it would antagonize all precedente, and he 
would regret it exceedingly. 1 would cite mv friends 
als * to the case of Ward vs. Mo tgomery, a eon test 
for Senator on this floor four years ago. 
In that 
case 
a 
count was 
ordered, 
the 
facta were 
shown 
up, 
the 
evidence 
was 
gone 
into. 
I 
have 
a 
brief 
somewhere 
in 
that case. 
Here 
it 
is. 
Distinguished 
counsel 
in 
th at case were employed, and they filed an elaborate 
brief. 
The whole puiport of that brief was to show 
to the Senate that you m ist not count the votes. 
Yet, the Senate said we will count the votes. 
That 
was a Democ atic Senate. 
They charge the Demo­ 
cratic party with being governed by King Caucus. I 
acknowledge the fact th at the history of the old 
Democratic party has been governed 
by King 
Caucus, but when they come to put the test to the 
Democratic Senate of four .'ears ago, in the case of 
Ward vs. Montgomery, 
ihe 
Democratic Senate 
9aid count the ballots, get the facts, get the vote ; 
let every man have a fa r show; aud the ballots were 
counted. 
Now, in that case there was no evidence 
taken before the Justices of the Peace. 
It was a 
simple filement of a statem ent, as the report of the 
committee will show, and 1 rtad from the rep< rt of 
th at com m ittee: 
“ On the 4th day of January, 1S76, the committee 
again met, pursuant to adjournm ent, and a fe r 
final argum ent, they decided to adm it and hear the 
proposed testimony. 
“ Testimony was then offered, adm itted and read, 
after which the committee went into executive ses­ 
sion ; and on the 7th day of January, 1876, in open 
Senate, presented the following report, which was, 
on motion, unanimously adopted, and J. M. Mont­ 
gomery declared to be duly and legally elected 
Senator from the Fifth Senatorial District. 
“ Mr. President, your Committee on Elections 
have had nudtr consideration the contest instituted 
and prosecuted by R. H. Ward for *the seat in this 
body occupied by the Hon. J. M. Montgomery as a 
Senator from the Fifth Senatorial District. 
“ The contes ant in his statement, filed in the 
office of the Clerk [Exhibit A, report- d herewith], 
allegeJ the following grounds of c u te s t: 
Now I ask the attention of lawyers of the Senate, 
and that they will hear what that statement was, 
and see how it compares with th is: 
“ FhSt—Misconduct or mistake on the part of the 


Boards of Election officers in the several precincts of 
Stanislaus county, whereby 100 ballots cast for him 
were counted for the respondent, which gave the 
respondent an appareut majority oil 55 votes. 
“ Second—Irregularity and informality in making 
up aud tran?iuitting the returns from the different 
precincts to tbe County fclerk.” 
Now th at is all there was of it. 
“ No testimony 
was taken by either party before the reference of the 
cas 3 to your committee, it having been stipulated 
that the whole m atter of the contest shoub be re­ 
ferred to the Senate, without the taking of any testi­ 
mony, although two Justices of the Peace were com­ 
missioned by the County Clerk of Stanislaus county 
for th a t purpose.” Now in this cose we go further, 
we make a stronger case. The evidence in the hands 
of the Election Committee of this Senate—and I 
want Senators to hear me on this question—was 
taken before two Justices of the Peace, and was 
Bubsuribed and sworn to. 
It shows that in the con­ 
test between Freud and Stuart for County Clerk of 
the city and county of San Fiancisco, the ballots 
were opened ; that in the recount of those ballots 
there were only four precincts out of the twenty- 
tour in the N inth bepatorial District couuted ; 
th at when these ballots were counted iu the 
four precincts of the twenty f■ »ur in the Ninth Sena­ 
torial District, Mr. Pinder Lad two reliable men there 
to watch the count of those ballots. Oue of these 
men is a senator on this floor. 
1 allude to Senator 
Gorman. He saw every ballot counted. 
Now, Mr. 
i raylor is only elected, according to his certificate, 1 y 
89 votes. There was over 7,000 ballots cast in the 
N inth Senatorial district. 
There are twenty-four 
precincts. 
Four were e «unted in the content be- 
tweou Freud and Stewart. 
The sworn evidence 
before this Election Committee is this, that out of 
the four precincts Pinder gained 42 votes. 
That is 
tin.- difference bet aeen the official count as rej orted, 
on which Mr. T r.ylor got his certificate, and the 
C3UUt th it was made when Stewart and Freud had 
tr.eir contest for County Clerk. 
Now, they did not 
lTo through with the whole eouiU, for Judge Wright 
imposed u|k>ii the contesta it 
that contest be­ 
tween Freud and Stew art this onerous pecuniary 
consideration: 
lie says, though you may be us 
j>oor as a common beggar, you shall not go on with 
ihis count unless you deposit every morning, before 
we commence, $40. 
.and poor Freud and the sand 
lot fellows weie too poor ; they could not put up the 
mouey, and the count stopped. It is upon that testi­ 
mony that Pinder had a right to bring this ap­ 
peal. 
in four preci et9 out of twenty-four the 
sWom evidence before this Seuaie is that he gained 
42 votes, and he did not have to gain as many more 
before he overcame Mr. Traylor’s majority. 
Now the question is, Mr. Chairman of the Judi­ 
ciary Committee, as a lawyer, as a sworn Senator, 
wiil you upon your oath say, “ You shall not come 
in and have the evidence.” That is the point. Will 
you, as a lawyer, as a judge, as a sworn Senator say, 
“ We will block this game and shut out the lignt 
th at lies hidden in the ballot-box.” l)ul more, it 
will not do—and I see the eagle-eyed Senator from 
Sacramento, whose forensic power is talismanie, 
busily ergaged in making notes <»f what I say—he 
cannot say that there Í9 no law which encircles and 
guards the ballot-box. As 1 said before recess, thete 
is a law which says that these ballots shall remain 
intact. They are there in the Registrar’s office by 
virtue of a solemn law. 
No man has dared to trifle 
with them ; no man has handled them ; they have 
been circumscribed by all the protection of the law. 
They are there as they were counted and deposited 
and left in safe keeping. 
They can b¿ brought here 
untam pered with, and they can tell the solemn story. 
It won’t do for them to say on the other side that 
the election officers have canvassed these votes. 
That wou’t answer. Why, what is the p.irpose of this 
law ? It is to bring these ballots here. 
Vv hat is the 
purpose of keeping these ballots as they are, intact? 
Why, to meet just such exigencies as is presented 
on the floor of this Senate to-day. 
So much for 
that. 
I anticijiate the argum ent upon the other 
side in that direction. 
It is to > violent a presump­ 
tion to say the Registrar of the city and county of 
San Francisco has not kept these ballots intact. 
But sujqv>se the question arises th at they have not 
been kept intact, it i? a question of inquiry. This 
committee aud this Senate can inquire into it, and 
if they find the ballots have been tampered with, 
throw*them away as worthless witnesses. 
But if 
they have not, let them appear and throw light ujxrn 
this case. 
But more. 
When Mr. Pacheco’s seat 
was contested by Mr. Murphy, a Democratic Senate 
heard all the evidence and awarde • the seat to Mr. 
Pacheco, the respondent. 
My distinguished friend 
from Sacramento well remembers the case of a Dem­ 
ocratic Election Committee reporting against a Re- 
jmbliean having his case heard on the floor of thi9 
Senate, excepting one vote in th at committee. I re­ 
fer 
to 
an 
ex-Senator 
wflio 
lives 
in 
this city, Greene Curtis. Greene Curtis came 
on 
the 
floor 
of 
this 
Senate 
and 
with 
his burning eloquence, with his majestic truth and 
his magnificent Display of oratory in behalf of fair 
play, convinced the Senate that it was their duty to 
hear all the evidence in the case, and the Sen ite set 
aside the rej»or: of the m ajority of the committee of 
which Mr. Lewis was the chairman and heaid the evi­ 
dence. All hail, then, to the j recedent established by 
the Democracy on the floor of this Senate. Why wou’t 
vou be as generous as our Democratic friends? 
Why, I see my friend from Alameda snnle with the 
generosity of his large heart. 
I feel as if he would 
vote “ give the boy lair play.” Fair play is a jewel. 
But more, l am not to appeal to party prejudice. 
I know the potency of party j»ower 
1 have been a 
slave to 
King Caucus. His scepter 
has been 
waved in trium ph. 
1 o you acknowledge his power ? 
Do you 
put on 
the chains 
ana 
feel the 
iron iu your soul because King Caucus says so? 
But no; you won't do it. 
You are called upon to 
establish another precedent. 
O u t seats will soon be 
vacm t. The c institutional limitation of our office- 
ho.ding will soon expire. 
Other men may come 
here as Senators. 
1 a knowledge the power of this 
Senate to put me out and to 
put another 
man in, 
but reme nber th a t time is 
the vin­ 
dicator of all truius. 
Remember th at a lofty stand­ 
ard of justice and right trium phs in the end 
Re­ 
member that no party pressure can crush out truth, 
and law, and justice. 
Remember th at three years 
hence other me < may have a m ajority here of polit* 
ieal opinions different from ours. 
Stop ! 
Pause in 
your mad career. 
Allow none of this to establish a 
precedent hostile to truth, and right, artd justice. 
If Pinder is elected by the ballots, count them, 
if 
he is not, let the honest gentleman, Mr. Traylor— 
for I believe he is an honest m an—hold his seat. 
Mr. President, if this question was propounded to 
Mr. Traylor on this floor to-day whether he would 
remain here if he thought he was not honestly 
elected, he would say, “ Count the ballots; if I am 
not honestly elected I will walk out.” 
I am glad l.e 
is here to near this discussion. 
I appeal to his 
manhood, I supplicate his honor, to rise in his seat 
and say, “ Count the ballots.” And if he is not 
elected, let him retire from this Senate. 
If he is 
elected, no man will grasp his Senatorial hand with 
more firm friendship than your bumble servant, 
who now speaks for justice and fair dealing./ 
I have discusstd this question from no partisan 
stand point. 
In the ease of Rums vs. Desty, I said 
in the committee and I say here that my mind is 
fully made up th at Desty is not a citizen of this 
State, an 1 all the influence and all the gold of Crcesus 
could not make me vote that he was a citizen from 
the evidence. 
I only claim for myself that which I 
am willing to concede to all Senators on this floor. 
Let us rise above party. 
Let not party prejudice 
dictate to us the course of our action or our vote. 
Let us be governed by tru th and justice and rigdit, 
and 
let 
no 
man 
be 
turned 
away 
film 
this 
Senate 
simply 
upon 
any 
technical 
grounds 
as 
to 
the 
validity 
or the full­ 
ness of the statem ent here. 
We ask only light ; 
that the ballots be counted ; and if Traylor has a 
majority in the box, give it to him. 
If Pinder 
has a majority, give it to him. 
I have been 
guided, in the zealous manifestations I have exhib­ 
ited on this floor by a spirit of common justice and 
common right. 
I have made no reflections upon 
the com m ittee; I have made no reflections upon 
the sitting m em ber; 
but I appeal to you that 
your action here to-day be such th at in attertim es 
your precedent may be quoted with approbation, 
and that the world shall see that on the floor of the 
Senate of California integrity and justice and equity 
rule over and above all the party prejudices that 
characterize politicians.

TA INTED 
W ATER. 


W ater, like m ilk or m utton, is intensely 
susceptible of tain t, even w ithout direct 
contact w ith w hat is decayed. 
I t is not 
capable of being k ept pure for many hours 
in an im pure atm osphere ; and, unfortu­ 
nately, there are vast localities and neigh­ 
borhoods around us w here the intensity of 
building and the overuse of respirable air 
by m ultitudes of hum an beings, as well as 
by m yriads of four-footed creatures, render 
atm ospheric purity unhappily rare, and a t­ 
mospheric 
im purity unhappily chronic. 
W alking through a by-street of ordinary 
w idth and tolerable cleanliness, the olfac­ 
tory nerves of a sanitary inspector may 
uot 
detect 
any 
positive 
cause 
of 
scandal. 
B ut 
enter 
the 
crowded 
homes 
on 
either 
side 
of 
the 
way, 
and how heavy laden is the air of even 
th e narrow hall w ith the invisible, h ut too 
appreciable exuviat ot th e crowd of in­ 
m ates ! 
Penetrate a few feet 
further 
through the stuffy passage leading to the 
m urky yard behind, close to the door of 
which is invariably to be found the clo3et, 
made u-e of by all the occupants of the 
dw elling—and ask if close thereto ought 
to he of all places in th e tenem ent, the 
fresh loaf, the jug of new milk, or the 
piece of m eat for the Suuday d i n n e r Y e t 
there, in about 99 cases ou t of a 100, is to 
he found the only reservoir from which 
drinking-w ater is draw n, in u tte r forget­ 
fulness th a t by its nature it is peculiarly 
receptive of 
foul 
and fetid 
elements. 
N othing is more certain than the inactivity, 
or w hat is sometimes miscalled stagnation, 
of the air. 
Overhead may be the sky, and 
on one or tw o sides a paling to p reventits in­ 
terchange w ith the less tain ted atm osphere 
contiguous. 
B ut in the sense of constant 
or thorough purification, w hich is depend­ 
en t upon ditfusiou and motion, freshen­ 
ing oxygenation does no t come. 
Overused 
air, even in th e corners of rooms, sulks 
and squats like a doltish child, and will 
not come forth by the expression of idle 
or indolent wishing. 
T he w ater-butt or 
cistern of the six or eight-room ed house is 
alm ost invariably found situated as de­ 
scribed, or a t the other end of the little 
area in close proxim ity to the drain ; and 
from the fact of its im m obility liable to 
be frequently encompassed w ith all m an­ 
ner of decaying refuse. 
W ere it em ptied 
and scoured once a w eek—which is, of 
course, out of the question—it would cer­ 
tainly be unfit during the la tte r half of the 
tim e for use as the depository of th e prin­ 
cipal drink of the family. 
As the practice 
now notoriously prevails of leaving it for 
m onths uncleaned, the d etrim en t to health 
m ay he tru ly said to he incalculable.— 
[M acm illan’s Magazine.

W h at th e early m aps were we do not 
know , b u t can form a reasonable conjec­ 
ture. 
The earth at th attim e was supposed 
to be a Hat circular plain, or disk, the 
broadest p art being from east to west, 
w hich was entirely surrounded 
by an 
ocean, or great river, th a t washed it upon 
all sides. 
In about the center of this plain 
(íreece was supposed to be situated. 
The 
great central sea of th e inhabited region 
was th e M editerranean. 
T he furthest 
point know n at the w est was the S traits 
of G ibraltar, then called th e Pillars of 
H ercules. 
The southern p art comprised 
th e north of Africa as far as th e deserts ; 
while th e 
region 
north 
embraced the 
countries bordering upon 
th e M editer­ 
ranean. and the unknow n hyperborean land 
fu rth er to the north, w ith the Euxine 
and Caspian Seas a t th e northeast. 
The 
farth est eastern point know n was about 
th e w estern lim it of India. 
T his was w hat 
w ould th en be contained in a map as a rep­ 
resentation of the earth. 
The sun was 
supposed to pass under and around this 
flat plain, which was then the mode of ac­ 
counting for the changes of day and night. 
The space beneath was supposed to be a 
great vault, called T artarus, th e abode of 
th e spirits of th e w icked among men, as 
th e region corresponding to it, above the 
plain, was th e heaven, or abode of th e gods. 
T he unknow n region beyond th e Pillars of 
H ercules was tilled up w ith creations of 
th e fertile im agination of th e Greeks. 
To 
th e northw est and north were the Cimme­ 
rians, a people living in perpetual d ark ­ 
ness ; and th e hyperboreans, a race sup­ 
posed to be exem pt from toil, dise se or 
wars, who enjoyed life for a thousand 
years in a state of undisturbed seren­ 
ity. 
To the west of Sicily viere the 
enchanted islands of Circe and Calypso 
and th e 
floating island 
of 
Eolus. 
A 
little to the north of the Pillars of Herculqs 
was the entrance 
to the 
infernal re­ 
gions ; and far out in th e W estern ocean, 
beyond the lim its of the know n earth, was 
the happy region called Elysium , a land of 
perpetual sum m er, where a gentle zephyr 
constantly blew, w here tem pests were un­ 
known, and w here the spirits of those 
whose lives had been approved by th e gods 
dw elt in perpetual felicity. H ere also were 
th e gardens of the Hesperides, w ith ‘ heir 
golden apples guarded by the singing 
nym phs, who dw elt on th e river Oeeanus, 
which was in the extrem e west, and the 
position of which was constantly shifted as 
geographical knowledge increased.

C onsideration was resum ed of th e bill relieving 
th e political disabilities of Jo h n Owen, of V irginia. 
C onger opposed th e bill, oo th e ground th a t th e 
petition alluded to th e w ar, “ of th e C onfederacy,” 
w hile th e F o u rteen th A m endm ent m entioned the 
“ w ar of in surrection.” 
Gonde replied th a t th ere was n o thing in th e F our­ 
te en th A m endm ent w hich required any petition, 
and w hile it had been th e practice of C ongress to 
req u ire every person to m ake application for relief 
in respectful term s, no form or petition had been 
heretofore prescribed. 
I t seem ed to him too late iu 
th e day—fifteen years a fte r th e term in a tio n of the 
w ar—to tak e a dep artu re like this, and m ake a m an 
w rite th e w ords “ tra ito r” and “ rebel" w ith his own 
hand on his own brow , and g et dow n in th e d u st 
and cry “ U nclean," before th is g reat G overnm ent 
w ould consider his petition.

killing her instantly, and theu immediately 
killed himself. 
I t appears th at the married 
life of Franklin’s wife was one of continuous 
infelicity, aud on several occasions the pair 
separated, only to be reunited. 
A few days 
before the fatal 
Fourth 
of 
Ju ly men­ 
tioned, Mrs. Franklin told Mr. 
Munsell 
that life to her was a burden; that she 
was wedded to a man with whom she could 
not live, and that 
Bhe dare 
not 
leave 
him. 
She said th at in his confiding mo­ 
ments he had told her the history of his 
life, under the pledge of secrecy, to be broken 
only by the forfeiture of her life. 
He said 
th at he had in his lifetime murdered fifteen 
men ; th at one of them was a negro, in Jack­ 
son county, from whom he got §1,500 ; that 
he (Franklin) was the man who killed Conrad 
W arner near Salem ; th at he did it with the 
expectation of getting §200—the price of a 
span of horses sold by W arner a short time 
before. 
Franklin said he knew when the 
horses were sold, the price and the time of 
payment, and resolved to get the money 
when paid, and for th at purpose laid his 
plans. H e waylaid W arner on his wav home, 
stopped him in the road, shot him dead, and 
after rifling his pockets started the team 
homeward in the road. 
Then he made his 
way through the woods and by-ways to Scio, 
and southward through Linn county, thence 
across to the west side of the river into Polk 
county, where he resided most of the time up 
to his death. 
Franklin gave his real name as 
William Tubbs.

W a s h i n g t o n , February 6th.—The tenor of 
to-day’s discussion in the House Commerce 
Committee indicated th at the lleagan inter­ 
state commerce hill is no longer certain to be 
reported back favorably, unless it he m ateri­ 
ally modified. 
Its friends claim that it still 
has a majority, but the opposition to its most 
prominent feature, namely, th at which pro­ 
hibits proportionately higher rates for short 
distances than for long hauls, has gained 
much strength w ithin the past fortnight, and 
there appears to he considerable prospect of 
the adoption of a substitute w hich shall pro­ 
vide simply for the creation of a Board of 
Commissioners to prescribe general regula­ 
tions, and with power to hear and redress 
grievances in their discretion. 
There seems to be a general disinclination 
to continue the financial discussion recently 
commenced in the Senate. 
Several Demo­ 
cratic Senators have now made speeches 
based upon the Finance Committee’s report 
on the Bayard resolution, butsinceit has been 
discovered that there is no intention on the 
Kepuhlican side of engaging in this discus­ 
sion the subject has evidently lost its inter­ 
est. 
The same is the case iu the House. The 
Committee on Banking and Currency holds 
regular meetings, but nothing can tem pt it to 
bring up a financial question. 
Feter Cooper 
has written to Senator Beck to stir up the 
snft-money men to duty, aud reaffirming his 
belief that there Bhould be no money but 
greenbacks, and urging that the war against 
the National Banks be continued until they 
are wiped o u t; but it will take agreatm any 
letters from Mr. Cooper to secure an agita­ 
tion of the financial question this session. 
Senator Bayard says he will have a vote upon 
his resolutions, and there may be a speech 
nr two, but the almost universal feeling is in 
favor of letting the currency questiou alone. 
The office of Commissioner of Indian A f­ 
fairs has been tendered to a New England 
man, whose name is not known, but it is 
understood that he has declined with thanks. 
A delegation of several W estern Senators 
waited upon the President, and asked him to 
appoint to this office some man who hail seen 
live Indians, and had some understanding of 
Indian habits and the requirement of the 
service.

Pollock is from Illinois, and formerly Clerk 
of the State Supreme Court. 
The Nebraska 
delegation have recommended Clinton Briggs, 
of Omaha, a lawyer of high standing. 
Geo. 
Vanderver, of Iowa, formerly a member of 
Congress, and more recently Indian Inspector, 
is also highly recommended, 
M ajor George 
W. Lockwood, Chief Clerk of tiie Indian 
Department, is also spoken of. 
He has seeu 
service on the frontier, and possesses excellent 
business qualifications. 
Judge M artin, of 
Alabama, formerly Sixth Auditor, is strongly- 
urged, aud is reported to have a good chance 
of getting the appointment. 
The number of 
candidates increases at the rate of four or 
five a day.

Mr. T y le r moved to susfiend rules and ta k e up

w as su stain ed —52 ayes, 21 noes—and th e bill was 
read. 
Mr. C o r c o r a n m oved an am endm ent to Section 1— 
au th o rizin g th e Ju d g e, th e Cle»-k and Sheriff to 
d esignate th e persons w ho should serve as ju ro rs— 
by placing th e pow er in th e B oard of Supervisors.

T h e R r i l i s l i S 'a r l i a m r n l . 
L o n d o n , February 6th.—In the House of 
Commons to-day, Stanhope, Under Secretary 
of State for India, replying to a question, 
stated th at he could produce a dispatch in 
which the Duke of Argyll, telegraphing 
Shere Ali in 186!), when he was U nder Sec- 
retaiy, had styled Queen Victoria “ the Em ­ 
press of India.” Stanhope confirmed the re­ 
port that certain correspondence between the 
Ameer of Afghanistan and the Russian Gov­ 
ernment has been discovered in Cabul, but 
said it is not in the interest of the public 
service to publish it. 
W illiam A. Redmonn, Home Rule mem­ 
ber for Wexford, moved and F. O’Gormon 
Mahon, Home Rule member for Clare, sec­ 
onded the amendment to the address. 
W illiam Shaw, in a speech in supprrt of 
the amendment, said he did not wish to con­ 
demn the Government for what they were 
going to do in the future, but for what they 
had done in the past. 
If the Government 
had 
offered 
to 
make 
advances to the 
Irish farmers in the first instance at the 
rate of one per cent., they might have done 
much to avert the calam ity which is now 
upon Ireland. 
The Government ought also 
to have given greater powers to Boards of 
Guardians. 
H e said a gradual process of 
starvation had been going on in Ireland for 
some time. He did not wish the Government 
to lavish too much money on public works, 
because the people were demoralized by the 
manner in which money had been wasted in 
1847. I t was discreditable to England’s great­ 
ness that in Ireland three fourths of the peo­ 
ple should be reduced to a condition barely 
removed from actual famine by two or three 
bad harvests. 
H e acknowledged that the 
problem to be solved was a difficult one, but 
the difficulty wa. not insuperable. 
Sir Michael Hicks Beach, Colonial Sec­ 
retary, 
confirmed 
the 
report published 
January 10th that England had secured from 
the King of Agbosomes, on the Gold Coast of 
Africa, the cession of a strio of his seaboard, 
extending two miles inland, as a measure of 
preventing the smuggling of spirits into the 
British possessions on the Geld Coast by 
American traders. 
The debate on the Home Rule amendment 
to the address was then begun.
